Virginia Beach opens alcohol abuse center

Virginia Beach took a giant step forward in the treat- 
ment of alcohol abuse recently with the dedication of a 
new Alcohol Detoxification (>nter. Those arrested for 
being drunk in public, or who are referred by com- 
munity members or social service organizations now 
have an alternative to jail or loneliness. 

Reverend Fritz Stegemann, pastor of the Open Door 
Chapel, whose congregation has leased the facility to 
the city gave an invocation under a cloudless blue sky. 

"One of the greatest killers in lodety today is 
alcoholism. The alcoholic has no place to go when he 
needs help. Since I am an alcoholic myself I can speak 



with authority. It has been 18 years since someone took 
the time to help me. And I've been free from alcohol 
ever since." 

St^ Senator Clarence HoUan^h^sU different per- 
spe^ve on the alcoholic. 

•"•j feel that I know what the problem means. As a 
physician I have seen many of the problems caused by 
alcohol. Seven to 10 percait of the U.S. population is 
estimated to be substance alcohol abusers," Holland 
told the crowd of 125 onlookers." Take that down to 
our community and you don't have to look very hard to 
find that individual." 

Vice Mayor Barbara M. Henley also made brief 
remarks before cutting the ribbon, formally opening the 
12 bed facility. 



Vl've found it the rule rather than the exception that 
our Community Service Board reaches out to meet the 
needs of our community," Henley said. "I feel the 
Council has been privileged to help bring this project to 
completion." 

The Center has four large rooms with three beds in 
each, as well as a spacious kitchen, complete with 
microwave oven. A staff of eight will offer 24 hour at- 
tention to those who need to dry out in safety. 

"We want to provide a safe withdrawal in a non- 
medical setting," Tom Wagner explained. Wagner is a 
Detoxification Supervisor attached to the Center. 

"We do an initial screening that may take 15 minutes, 
and if we determine they are intoxicated with alcohol, 
rather than another drug, we will take their vital signs 



and admit them, and continue to take those vital signs 
every half hour over the next ft hours." 

The average length of a person's stay should be three 
to four days, according to Perry Ustick, Director of the 
Detoxification Center. 

"We envision that from a criminal justice perspective 
it would reduce the burden at the jails, making mfxe 
room for dangerous criminals," Ustick said. 

"From a human service standpoint, we would be 
identifying those with alcohol problems. Let me be clau* 
though. Those stopped for drunken driving will still be 
arrested. Our facility is for those who are drunk in 
public, or who are brought in by community members."

TTie "Sunday Punchers" of Attack Squadron 
Seventy-five (Va75) commanded by Commander Jim 
Glover recently returned from a very successful and 
demanding deployment aboard the U.S.S. J<*n F. 
Kennedy (CV67). TTie cruise, which began in Septem- 
ber <rf last year, provided a wide variety of 
opportunities and challenges for the squadron. 

The majority of the cruise was spent deployed to the 
East Mediterranean, however, it began with a brief 
«cursion to the South Altantic with a port call in Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, where the squadron held its change of 
canmand and participated in an air power <kmonstra- 
tion for the Brazilian Navy. After a brief visit, the 
squadron found its way across the Atlantic and 
through the Straits of Gibraltar where it participated in 
joint exercises with Spain. This gave the aircrews a 
chance to fly low level simulated strikes throughout the 
countryside of Spain. 

The Eastern Mediterranean and Lebanon then 
became the focus of the squadron's attention. Many 
long hours <rf planning, loading and downloading 
ordinance, standing alerts, and constant maintenance 
were put in by all hands in ordfer to meet operational 
commitments in support of the Multinational Pea<*- 
keeping Forces in Ubanon. On December 4. 1983 and 
again on February 6. 1984 the "Sunday Punchers" 
proviited air strikes into Lctwrnon in support of U.S. 
Forces. On both occasions the squadron met with 
success and retunwd safely. 

On the lighter side, port visits were few but very 
enjoyable. Haifa, Israel provided the crew with an 
opportunity to visit the Holy Land. TTie mid-crmse 
break came in Naples. Italy, where many of the 
"Sunday Punchers" wives took advantage of the 
opportunity to visit their husl»nds i^ do some tounng 

of Italy. .. . 

Squadron nnembers are proud of their accomplish- 
mwTti this cnifae. moat notably were the completion of 
foS years of mishap free ope«*»s and the selertwn 
as the CNO Saf«y "S" award wtaers for 1983. With 
their letum the "Sunday Pu«Aers " are toolaai 
forward to a brief stand down prior to once again 
j rebuilding and training the squadron durtag the 
turn-around cj^. 



The officers and men of VA 85, having deployed on 
board the U.S.S. Kennedy after an extremely brief turn- 
around, rewntly returned to the Oceana Naval Air 
Station from duty on Ba^l Station, where the carrier 
maneuvered 20 miles off the coast of Lebanon while the 
attack group flew more than 2000 sorties in support of 
the Marines. 

The squadron saw only 21 days of port time during 
the seven and a half month deployment, according to a 
VA 85 spokesman, and flew 995 sorties without a miss 
between December '83 and April '84. 




Real estate assessment 



Personal judgement plays apart

The job of assessing the value of properties is hardly a 
true science, and Virginia Beach City Real Estate 
Assessor Jerry Banagan would be the first to admit that. 

Banagan told Council at an Operating Budget 
workshop recently that personal judgment plays a big 
part in making appraisals. That is why he says even 
when his office is computerized in about 18 months, the 
individual appraiser will still be important. 

Appraisals at the Beach are approximately 80 percent 
of true value, Banagon said. He added that he could 
easily bring all appraisals up to 100 percent of 
valuation, but that he had "no burning desire to do 
that." Banagan said he finds it better to be on the con- 
servative side. 



Banagan explained that assessments lag behind 
current value because appraisals which will be reflected 
in the 1984 tax rolls are based on two-year old values. 
He said that it takes one year to reassess all the proper- 
ties in Virginia Beach so that the process to determine 
this year's values was started last January when only 
1982 values were available. Banagon said he considers 
equity the main part of his j<*.

Reassessments show a dramatic jump in 
values ofapartmmt, hoteiand waterfront 
property 



An excellent guide for the assessor is the brisk sale of 
property at the Beach providing the main criterion-the 
sales price, for making assessments. Banagan said that 
of the other 100,000 pieces of property appraised at the 
Beach, 20,000 under current sales. 

Banagan said the city has an equitable but conser- 
vative system. 

Reassessments show a dramatic jump in values of 
apartment, hotel and waterfront property, with in- 
creases ranging from eight and nine perwnt for hotels to 
15 percent for waterfront property. A|»rtment values 
appreciated from 12 to 15 percent. The city-wide 
average increa^ is five percent. 

Of the 100,000 pieces of property appili^, 13,000 
were assessed at 10 percent more than last year, 
Banagan said. Other properties were anen^ ai l»s 



than five percent more. 

Assessments generally reflect one-year's appreciation 
in value. Sometimes the assessment reflects an adjust- 
ment in the previous year's assessment, which may have 
been too low. Properties in rural Pungo and Black water 
appreciated the least, he said, although the assessment 
of marsh and swamp land increased "dramatically," 
but this was on values as low as $100 to $200 an acre. 

In reviewing the city's assessments, Banagan said, the 
State will compare them with 1984-85 data. Actually the 
values would be within 90 to 95 percent of the true 
values of 1982. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings Jr. has pointed out 
that individuals from northern states might come in and 
pay more for property than it is worth because they are 
unfamiliar with prices here. This would tend to boost 
the prices and penalize other taxpayers. 

Banagan replied that it was true that some people pay 
more than property is worth, but that the assessor weeds 
out sales that don't fit the pattern. He explained thit the 
Office does not routinely select to make increases five 
percent more, but that the five percent average is ac- 
tually after the fact-after the assessments have been 
made according to criteria. AH data available is used, 
Banagan said, and the office recogniMS the fact that 
everything does not sell according to plan or the«y. 
However, sales prices are the best indication of true 

value. 

If assessments are in a new neighborhood adjustmen- 
ts are made so that the purchaser of new iM-operty will 
not be paying at 1^ values while the rest of the city 
pays at 1982valu». 



Banagan said he has computer terminals at (wnent, 
but has not selected the type cA prc^amming he wants. 
Information he would compile with a computer is riso 
wanted by other departments. For instance, the fire 
chief would like to know how many bedrooms a hoine 
has. I^magan is looking for a computer to pve a awire 
detailed report. "I spend a lot of time sitting with ap- 
praisers punching a calculator. ' ' 

A computer, Banagan concluded, "can't determine 
the quality of a house." He said he alternates his peo|^ 
so the same individual isn't always appraising the same 
property. "We can get information from a cwnpolCT," 
Banagan said, "but I'm not satisrwd we can't do vm^ 
with the individual."

Nuclear 
sanity

Calholic Dioccie of Riclimond 
Since August 1945 when 
those deadly mushroom 
clouds rose over 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
we have lived in a new age 
of human history. Albert 
Einstein, whose creative 
insight sparked the scien- 
tific and technological ef- 
fort which led us into the 
nuclear age, recognized 
this almost at once. 

"The unleashed power 
of the atom," he wrote in 
1950, "has changed 
everything except our way 
of thinking. We are drif- 
ting toward a catastrophe 
beyond comparison. We 
shall require a substan- 
tially new manner of 
thinking if mankind is to 
survive." 

Thirty-one years later 
on a visit to Hiroshima, 
Pope John Paul II joined 
his voice to that of the 
great scientist. 

•in the past," he war- 
ned, "it was possible to 
destroy a village, a town, a 
region, even a country. 
Now is is the whole planet 
that has come under 
threat. This fact should 
finally compel everyone to 
face a basic moral con- 
sideration: from now on it 
is only through a con- 
scious choice and through 
a deliberstte policy that 
humanity can survive. The 
moral and political choice 
that faces us is that of put- 
ting all the resources of 
mind, science, and culture 
at the service of peace and 
of the building-up of a 
new society, a society that 
will succeed in eliminating 
the causes of fratricidal 
wars by generously pur- 
suing the total progress of 
each individual and all of 
humanity." 

In the last ten years 1 
have ^iven more than a 
hundred talks in Virginia 
and around the nation, 
published a dozen articles, 
and participated in 
numerous seminars, 
debates and demon- 
strations in behalf of 
peace. The reasons for all 
this is simple. I am fully 
convinced that the bomb 
has indeed "changed 
everything except our way 
of thinkng" and that as a 
Christian and a respon- 
sible member of the 
human family 1 must do 
everything I can to hasten 
the arrival of the day when 
men and women 
everywhere are ready to 
put "all the resources of 
mind, science, and culture 
at the service of peace and 
of the building-up of a 
new society." 

Incidentally, as a result 
of this peace advocacy I 
have been labelled a 
"peace bishop", a 
description which, im- 
plausible as it seems, is for 
segments of Virginia's 
press a term of reproach. 

1 am encouraged and 
supported in my 
dedication to waging 
peace by the evidence that 
some of the four and one- 
half billions of people 
with whom you and 1 
share this planet are 
beginning to change their 
ways of thinking and ac- 
ting. For example, the 
women and men who 
belong to groups like the 
Union of Concerned 
Scientists, to Physicians 
for Social Responsibility, 
to Pax Chrlsti or to the 
Fellowship of Recon- 
ciliation provide this kind 
of testimony. And the 
growing, broadly-based 
support for a verifiable, 
bilateral nuclear fr^ze is a 
particuhuly significant andl 
hopeful sign that a change 
in our way of thinking is 
possible. 

At the risk of arousing 
conflict of interest 
charges, 1 am also hear- 
tened by The Challenge of 
Peace: God's Promise and 
Our Response, the

Battery Really Necessary Once 
Car is Started and Running? 



A battery is not really necessary for the automobile en- 
gine to operate. At the same time, a battery is absoluj^ly 
necessary. 

There is actually a simple explanation for this seeming 
contradiction. 

When the engine is running, it operates a generator that 
provides more than enough electricity to supply the igni- 
tion system, to Operate the lights and other electrical 
devices on the car, and to recharge the battery. 

However, when the engine is not running, a stored sup- 
ply of electricity must be available to spark the gaso- 
line/air mixture ignition sequence, as well as to operate the 
lights and other accessories. The battery is the storage res- 
ervoir for this supply of electricity. 






How a battery works 

Inside the battery ar. a 
number of "cells" (six cells 
in a \l-\ok\ battery). Each 
cell contains two sets of 
lead plates submerged in a 
solution of diluted sul- 
phuric acid. When the cell 
is functioning, a chemical 
reaction takes place 
between the plates and the 
acid, creating positive and 
negative electrical charges 
on the plates. Electrical cur- 
rent flows from the nega- 
tive charge plates to the 
positive charge plates. Each 
cell produces about two 
volts of this current flow. 
By connecting thcplatcs in 
the individual ^Is, the 
combined total (12 volts) 
can be lapped for use in the 
automobile. 

After a while, of course, 
the chemical reaction is all 



used up, and the flow of 
electrical current stops. 
When this happens - or 
better yet. before it ha{^ns 
- the chemical reaction 
can be reversed by sending 
a flow of electrical current 
into the battery, recharging 
it. When the plates ai^ acid 
have been restored to their 
original condition, the dis- 
charge process can begin 
again. 

Normally the battery is 
called upon to discharge 
electricity only for a few 
seconds when you are start- 
ing the engine (or for a 
longer, but less strenuous, 
period when you are oper- 
ating the lights or radio 
with the engine shut ofO- 
The rest of tlw time it is 
dther sitting there ddn; 
nothing or having electric- 
ity f«l into it by the car's 
electrical generating sys- 



tem. 

But those few seconds of 
the engine-starting se- 
quence take an awful lot 
out of the battery. Turning 
a modem high-compression 
engine over at 50 revolu- 
tions per minute (which is 
about what it takes to get 
things going) requires enor- 
mous effort. The large elec- 
tric starter motor that 
accomplishes this requires a 
correspondingly large 
amount of electricity ... as 
much as 360 amperes. In 
just three seconds it can 
drain enough eleiaricity 
from the battery to run the 
parking lights for an hour. 
And even while this tremen- 
dous flow of current is be- 
ing taken from the batt«y, 
a second flow of current 
must be supplied to the 
ignition syston for the 
spark. 

A run-down battery (too 
many sto|» and starts with- 
out an (^>portunity for 
recharging ... or using the 
lights for sevoiU hours 
without rumuat the e^ne) 
or a iNiaair that luu one or 
m<M-e danti^ cdb may 
n« be able to aocmnplish 
its mission in life. It may 
not have eiMMigh electricity 
stor«i up to turn the starter 
motor aiKl tte et^ine, or to 
turn the o^nc fttt enough, 
or to provide oioiivh igni- 
tion spark while it is turn- 



ing the engine over. 
Killer COM 

All of these problems 
become tnore acute when 
the temperature falls below 
freezing. To begin with, the 
battery itself is much less 
efficient. Cold slows down 
the chemical mction and 
hence the flow of el«:tric- 
ity. At the same time, the 
engine itself may be harder- 
to turn over (because of 
thickened oil, etc.). And the 
gasoline does not vaporize 
as readily, placing greater 
demands on the spark. This 
means the engine may have 
to turn over more times 
before it catches and begins 
running . . . even thou|h 
tlwe is less el«:tricity avail- 
able for the job. 

This is why drivers who 
live in cold weather areas or 
who expect to do much 
stop-and-start driving have 
their cars equif^ied with 
heavy-duty batteri«. A 
heavy-duty tattery is sim- 
ply one tint can stwe a 
larger supi^y of dectricity.

Also the 
more starting power in cdd 
weather. 

The Ampere Hour rat- 
ing, in turn, it largely deter- 
mined by the number of 
plates that can be cramm^l 
into the battery. The more 
plates, the more electricity. 
And, lexically enough, the 
larger the physical dimen- 
sions of the battery, the 
more plates that can be 
crammed in.

All incumbents win re-election bids;

There Were no great 
surprises in the May 1

Two applications for 
high density residential 
zoning have been turned 
down unanimously by 
Virginia Beach City 
Council. Both were for A- 
2 Apartment District 
zoning. 

Councilwoman Reba 
McClanan said that gran- 
ting the rezoning would 
destroy :M) years of effort 
to establish the neighbor- 
hood as a nice single- 
family neighborhood. 

Of the Planning Com- 
mission's and Planning 
Department's recom- 
mendation for approval of 
the rezonings, she said 
that if the Comprehensive 
Plan "can be turned 
around to justify this, it 
can do anything." 

In the 10-0 vote for 
denial. Vice Mayor Bar- 
bara Henley, who said she 
was involved in leasing 
some of the property for 
farming, abstained. 

Crow, Terwilliger & 
Michaux, Inc. applied for 
a change of zoning from 
B-2 Community-Business 
District to A-2 Apartment 
Diistrict on a one-acre par- 
cel and from B-2 Business- 
Residential District to A-2 
Apartment District on a 
nine-acre parcel on the 
east side of South Lynn- 
haven Road, north of Lee 
Highlands Boulevard in 
the Lynnhayen Borough. 
Glenn Cr<whaw, attorney. 



represented the applicant. 

In the other application, 
Herman R. and Sara W. 
Harris; Felix Allan Reader 
and Margaret G. Felix A. 
and Charles R. Reader/ 
Scott Development Com- 
pany applied for a change 
Of zoning from R-8 Resi- 
dential District to A-2 
Apartment District on a 
32-acre parcel on South 
Lynnhaven Road between 
the north intersection with 
Lynnhaven Parkway ^nd 
SUina Drive in the Lynn- 
haven Borough, Grover 
Wright, attorney, 
represented the applicant. 

Residents expressed 
concern about the schools 
and the traffic and the fact 
that the zoning would fur- 
ther impact an already 
densely occupied area. 

Wright noted that 
although many people 
iiv«i in the area only a 
handful showed up to op- 
pose the encroachment of 
an overhead walkway over 
a city strMt. She said it 
was a working class area 
and people can't get off 
work to come down to 
Council meetings. But the 
people, she said, "don't 
particularly want 3,670 
cars or 9,662 units and 
that it was unfair to add 
any more to the area. 

She said it was true 
"that we have apartment 
zoning here," but af»r- 
tments have been denial 
for the area such as 
Brookwood, the golf 




course and Doyletown. 
She said "today we have a 
nice single-family neigh- 
borhood" although it was 
developed with no open 
space, and Princess Anne 
Plaza is considered one of 
the more stable neigh- 
borhoods in the city. 
Roads are being improved 
to meet the needs of the 
neighborhood, but 
rezoning "will undo what 
we have spent 20 years to 
do," she said. 

Croshaw said his ap- 
plicant's request was dif- 
ferent from the other ap- 
plication because the 
property involved already 
is zoned business. He said 
the development would 
have a minor impact on 
schools and the traffic im- 
pact would be far l«s than 
if the property were 
developed as it is. He 
pointed out that an In- 
dustrial Park is behind the 
site. 

The Navy opposed both 
rezonings because they are 
in the noise zones in the 
Air Impact Compatible 
Use Zone (AICUZ). 

Croshaw pointed out 
that the Navy had no in- 
tention of purchasing 
rights to the property and 
that if the Navy is going to 
oppose the rezoning it 
should put up the money. 
He said rents for the con- 
dominium project would 
be $S00 a month for one- 
bedroom units. The 
developer planned to \uivt 



154 units. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum agreed with 
Croshaw and has ex- 
pressed this opinion him- 
self-that the Navy should 
purchase rights if it wants 
control. 

Lt. Comdr. AI Petrie, 
representing the Navy, 
said that the Navy buys 
land when it can, but that 
it enlists the support of the 
city to be good neighbors. 
He said that the Navy puts 
$2 million a year into the 
economy and is concerned 
about the health and 
welfare of the people in 
the noise zones. 

Steve Dudley, represen- 
ting the Princess Anne 
Plaza Civic League, said 
the developments would 
have a tremendous impact 
on the arfea. He said some 
of the most dense residen- 
tial communities are in 
that area and that they 
"don't need to stack them 
all in one area." 

McClanan said she 
questioned whether the 
criteria used by the Plan- 
ning Department was ac- 
curate. 

Councilman H. Jack 
Jennings Jr. wanted to 
know where the city would 
stand legally if it denied 
the applications. 

City Attorney Dale 
Bimson said that with 
McClanan 's remarks and 
the Navy's stand, the city 
has a fairly debatable

No suburb 



Those of you who read that 
other paper may have been 
gratified to learn that the 
editorial staff has finally 
realized that Virginia Beach is a 
city in its own right, no longer 
the stepchild of Norfolk, and 
certainly not an annex. 

With a great deal of attention 
paid to who works where and 
what makes a city really a city, 
the editorial compared Virginia 



Beach to Fairfax County, 
making the point that the Beach 
is more like "an urban county," 
than a real city. 

Well, gee. Virginia Beach has 
approximately 300,000 residen- 
ts, miles upon miles of roads, 
thousands of hotel rooms, a 
great public school system, 
hospitals, a first rate arts center, 
little theater, museums... the list 
goes on. What does it take to 
make a city? Water? 
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Looking ahead 



Virginia Beach is the most 
populous city in Virginia, and 
how it should grow in the future 
is a question that the city council 
will wrestle with for years to 
come. Of course, there are the 
pressing problems of achieving 
water independence, of more 
roads, and of all the other 
human factors that must be 
pondered. 

If there is one thing that is cer- 
tain, the cost of living is not 
going to go down. Virginia 
Beach has earned a sterling 
reputation foLj^pubUc school 
system, but with^^e^st of ad- 
vanced education soaring and 
with no end in sight, many 
young people in Virginia Beach 
may find themselves unable to 
financially afford to go on to 
college. It is clear that there is a 
need for a four year public 
college in Virginia Beach,. 

Both of the universities in 
Norfolk are fine institutions, 
and it would only enhance them 
to have a four year college at the 
Beach that would readily com- 
pliment their graduate programs 
plus help them to define their 
undergraduate programs. All in- 
stitutes of higher learning are 
going to have to go through the 



painful process of re-assessing 
their missions in light of the 
tremendous technology advan- 
ces of the last decade. We are 
living at this nioment in a 
technological revolution that 
will reshape the future in 
unimaginable ways. More 
education, not less, is the key to 
not only this country's future, 
but the Beach's. 

There will be those who say 
that what exists now is fine and 
that it is all that the state can af- 
ford. Virginia, as a state, and 
Virgipia Beach, as a city, have to 
£9jrnfiet£ for new industry to 
continue to grow. States, and 
cities, that are not committed to 
education will not turn out the 
work force of the future who 
wjU be required to work smarter 
as technology will demand a 
sophisticated labor pool. This 
isn't a pipedream; this is already 
happening. So a four year 
college in Virginia Beach isn't 
just wishful thinking, or a vain 
attempt to twist tails. It is an 
economic necessity so that 
people here will be able to keep 
up. It is clearly time to prepare 
for the Twenty First century and 
a college here is a step that needs 
to be taken. 



Defense cuts 



Once again because of budget 
problems, the knife is to be 
taken to the Defense budget. 
One of the victims this time 
around is the Navy. How serious 
the cuts are remain to be seen, 
but cuts will come, and that is 
serious. 

It is easy to accuse cities like 
Virginia Beach of having a 
vested interest in seeing military 
spending kept at a high level. It 
is good for the local community. 
Yet what must also be con- 
sidered is the fact that this city 
and its population have a unique 
understanding of the military 
dangers that this country is 
facing from the Soviet Union. 
An understanding that may not 
be heard in Washington. 

While there may be some 
room for debate on how defense 
money should be spent, and 
there is always room for more 
effective and efficient spending, 
the simple truth is that there is 
no substitute for a strong 



national defense. There is no 
replacement for a strong full 
strength Navy. 

Now the favorite image of 
defense cutters this time around 
is the image of the poor of this 
country having to do without 
while the various branches of the 
armed services are bloated. This 
is unfair and just false. 

Freedom is a burden. It*costs 
money to keep. It demands hard 
choices. Sometimes those 
choices are heartbreaking. But 
the alternative to maintaining a 
free country is to become one in 
which slavery to the state is the 
norm. Under tyranny, a person 
is free to do as he is told. 

Our obligations require a 
stronger Navy. The Russians are 
not at rest, and to reduce our 
funding for additional ships is a 
false economy. 

Cutting spending for defense 
is - just reducing government 
spending, thoughtlessly. It is a 
disregard for history. It is simply 
cutting our own throat.

So you want to become a writer? You've probably 
heard that there are thousands of magazines being 
published in this'country, that last year over 45,000 new 
books were published by the American book trade and 
that there are 300 new publishers entering the market 
place each month. All this is true, and there is good 
money to be made as an author, but competition is very 
fierce. Therefore, if you are really serious about getting 
into print, the best place to learn how is afthc library^, . 

All of the agencies of the Virginia Beuh PubK^ 
Library have good collections in the fields of writing 
and publishing. For instance, if you are just startiiig out 
and want to know how to develop your ideas into a. 
short story, novel, magazine article" or play you will 
want to begin with a general guide book. These booM. 
such as "Writing Poetry", "The Structure of Essays", 
"The Children's Picture Book", "Clear TechniqU 
Writing", "How to Write Romance Novels", and 
"Mystery Writer's Handbook" discuss how to write ef- 
fectively in a specific genre or format. They uswlly 
cover development of theme, form aiftl function ftivd 
specific writing techniques. They also offer tips m 
many cases , from esUblished authors . 

M^ny of these saAe books then take the writer one 
step further. They detail exactly how to ^o about getting 
your manuscript published. Among topics usually 
discussed are the pros and cons of agents, market 
analysis, editors, the submission of manuscripts and the 
publishing field in general. 

If you are not interested in writing techniques, but are 
concerned only with the nuts and bolts of getting into 
print, the library owns a number of titles. "The Com- 
plete Handbook for Freelance Writers", "Writie on 
Target" and "How to Get Happily Published" are 
books of this nature, sw warTER. mic w

As the 1984 Summer 
Olympics approach, the 
debate continues over 
athletes using anabolic 
steroids to improve their 
performances. 

Questions remain about 
how ethical the use of 
these drugs is~and how 
much the substances really 
help athletes' performan- 
ces. But there are 
questions, too, about the 
long-term harmful effects, 
said a University of 
Virginia endocrinologist , 
who has pondered the 
question since last year's 
Pan American games 
sparked controversy after 
several athletes were 
disqualified for using the 
drugs. 

Athletes are reported to 
use anabolic steroids, 
derived from the natural 
male sex hormone 
testosterone, to increase 
muscle protein, bulk and 
strength. But according to 
Dr. Alan D. Rogol, a 
clinical pharmacologist 
whose avocation is long- 
distance running, more 
than muscle bulk deter- 
mines an athlete's perfor- 
mance. 

"Most athletes are very 
pragmatic and success- 
oriented," said Rogol, 
associate professor of 
pediatrics. "Training 
methods, including the use 
of chemical compounds 
and drugs, are chosen if 
the athlete thinks they will 
help. If the athlete per- 
forms beMer>'becau8e 'of 
these tNgentSfJie or she will 
use themr They Hiay 
merely be needed for their 
placebo effect, or they 
may allow the athlete to 
train more diligently 
and/or agressively." 

Anabolic steroids come 
from testosterone, the 
male sex hormone respon- 
sible for the growth of the 
male reproductive tract, 
development of male 
secondary sexual charac- 
teristics, enlargement of 
the larynx, vocal cord 
thickening, libido 
development and in- 
creased muscle protein. 

Large doses of anabolic 
steroids may cause in- 
creased strength and 
aggressive behavior, a 
decrease in body fat and, 
in men, a stronger sex 
drive, according to Rogol. 

The drugs also cause 
water retention, which 
"explains, in part, the 
rapid weight gain and 
probably why athletes 
taking these compounds 
can rapidly lose enormous 
quantities of weight 
before certain com- 
petitions," Rogol said. 
Athletes may lose as much 
as IS pounds hi the final 
days before a competition. 

But the harmful side ef- 
fects athletes suffer from 
taking large amounts of 
anabolic steroids for long 
periods of time may be 
many and severe, Rogol 
explained. 

Steroids may oc- 
casionally cause jaundice 
and various other types of 
liver diseases, and the 
physician said the drugs 
may also "lead to severe 
and fatal side effects in 
persons with an under- 
lying propensity to can(%r 
that is unmasked by 
therapy." 

Rogol said that anabolic 
steroids have "potent ef- 
fects" on the reproductive 
system. In childrca, 
disturtences may occur in 
growth and sexual 
development and the 
drugs may interfere 
especially with bone 
developifient.

A visit to the past

Was by Thelabail's place the other day... the hard 
stones ground underfoot, as I made my way past 
the heavy wooden gate and plunged down the hillock on 
the thickly wooded pathway to Lynnhaven House. 

The trees shuddered pverhead as a hot, dry wind 
whipped the branches. Tufts of turgid black clouds 
boiled above. In intervals, the sun broke through with a 
heavy presence. 

Local rumor has it that the house stands on land once 
occupied by an ordinary run by one Savill Gaskin, who 
some say was a former indentured man who had made 
good. 

At any rate, in 1724 men began to fell the lumber to 
build the home of Frances Thelaball, a third generation 
Huguenot who had chosen to live the life Of a country 
squire in early Princess Anne County. 

Tests have shown that the Thelaball home, now called 
Lynnhaven House and maintained by the Association 
for the Preservation of Virginia Antiquities was finished 
around 1730. Restored in 1971, Lynnhaven House is 
now open for inspection Tuesday through Sunday, from 
12 until 4 p.m. Admission is $2 for adults, $1 for seniors 
and children aged 6 to 18, and children under 6 get in 
free. 

Once inside there is plenty to see to acquaint the 
visitor with what life was like for at least one famly of 
our forcjfathcrs. 

contains the original flooring in some spots, with a 17th 
Century stairway leading to the second story and ser- 
vant's loft above. An English Deal table placed before 
the master's fireplace converts from table to bench and 
there the landowner must have taken his mug of cider or 
wine, while he mused over his deck of cards. 

The gentleman and his lady would try and produce as 
many children as possible - boy children hopefully, to 
work the fields, and saw infrequent company, company 
that arrived for an extended visit however when 
th^y came. He was fond of his mug and given to music 
and dance, as these were not Puritan people.

Saltshaker, Keeping Salt Dry - Empty out the damp 

salt, wash the shaker, then dry it thoroughly, Fill the 

shaker three fourths full with fresh salt, but add eight 

to ten grains of raw rice. The salt will flow easily. 

Saltshaker, Removing Rust - First, scrub it in hot, 

sudsy water, rinse well, then dry it thoroughly. Now, 

paint the inside of the metal top with clear nail polish. 

Let it dry completely. 

Note: If the holes are painted over, prick them open 

frcMn the inside with something sharp. 

Sausages, Cooldng - To prevent your sausages frcmi 



bursting and shrinking, first boil them in the pan kt 

about five to six minutes. Next, roll them In any kind of 

flour and fry them im the nwrnal way. 

htote: This method is good for any type of uncooked 

sausage. 

Scent, Retaining The Fragrance - In hot, humid 

weather, the fragrance will quickly disappear. Next 

time, smear a thin coat of Vaseline or petrdeum jelly 

onto the skin before applying the scent. 

Scissors, Sharpening - Cut through some fine 

sandpaper for fifteen to twenty seccmds. 

Scorched Material - If the fabric is linen, plunge the 

garment into cold water immediately and leave it for 

twenty-four hours. Wash it in cdd, sudsy water, rinse 

well, then hang it in the open air. 

If it is a heavy scOTch, cover the scorch with a strft cloth 

soaked with hydrogen peroxide. Cover with a dry cloth 

and give the material a good press with a hot iron. 

Rinse well after washing and hang it in the sunshine. 

Or rub the scorched spot with half a raw onicm. Work it 

in well, then wash in the usual way. 

S«lf Rising Flour, Making Year Own - Put one and one 

half teaspoons of baking powder and one half teaspooi 

of salt into a measuring cup. Fill to the one cup measure 

with plain flour. Sift it well and it's ready.

Virginia pharmacies 
to fight drug abuse 



An innovative public information campaign using 
the resources of 33,000 community pharmacies, and 
120,000 pharmacists across the country to help educate 
parents on the health dangers of illicit drug use by their 
children was launched recently in Virginia and the rest 
of the nation. 

The program, called Pharmacists Against I>ug 
Abuse (PADA) was created by McNeil Pharmaceutical 
and the Johnson & Johnson Family of Companies. It is 
built* around a free brophure, "The Kinds Of Drugs 
Kids Are Getting Into." PADA fcicuses on alerting the 
public to the dangers of such commonly abused 
gateway*' druss asjnariiuana and alcohol. According 
to Dr. Carlton E. Turner, Director of the White House 
Dru| Abuse Policy Office,. "These are the two sub- 
stanch young people are most likely to use ii|«ntering 
the drug scene."

Handbook lists 1 984 
low cost hostels 



New hostels in Key 
West, Baltimore, Cdum- 
bus, San Antonio, and 
South Lake Tahoe head 
the list of 52 new facilities 
in the just^published Amer- 
ican Youth Hostels' 1984 
Handbook, the "Bible" of 
low cost accommodations. 

The 1984 Handbook 
lists a record 300 inexpen- 
sive overnight lodgings 
throughout the United 
States which are charter- 
ed by American Youth 
Hostels for the use of its 
traveling members. This 
year's edition marks the 
50th anniversary of the 
organization. 

Hostels are unusual, to 
say the least, because of 
their internationl flavor, 
their physical diversity, 
and their low price. On 
the outside, no two hos- 
tels look alike. One is a 
remodeled lighthouse cm 
the California coast. An- 
other is an antebellum 
mansion in New Orleans. 
A third is a rehabilitated 
rooming house in Bostcm. 
There are dude ranches, 
converted homes and ho- 
tels, a Canadian Pacific 
pullman car, a recycled 
schoolhouse, and mwe. 

On the inside, hostels 
are usually simple, dorm- 
itory-style lodgings with 
four to 10 beds to a room. 
Hostels have separate sle- 
eping quarters and bath- 
rooms for men and women 
and provide fully-equip- 
ped kitchens for members 
to cook their own meals, 
common rooms to social- 
ize, and storage areas to 



secure belongings. Over- 
night charges are only $3 
to $8 per night, ideal for 
cost-conscious travelers. 

Many hostels are well 
situated in gateway cities 
and popular tourist and 
recreation areas. The new 
facility in Daytona Beach, 
Florida, for instance, is 
located 300 feet from the 
Atlantic Ocean and only 
an hour's drive from Dis- 
ney World, Sea World, 
Cape Canaveral, and 
other Florida Attractions. 

In downtown Baltimore, 
Maryland, the new Bahi- 
more International Hostel 
is a recently restored 
brownstone close to the 
revitalized waterfront dis- 
trict, the National Aquar- 
ium, and the Baltimore 
Museum of Art. The new 
San Aii'onio International 
Hostel, a Texas historic 
landmark, is also strategi- 
cally situated for easy 
access to such attractions 
as the Alamo, restau- 
rants, shops, and Spanish 
Missions National Park; 
within 150 miles are the 
state capital, the LBJ 
Ranch, Padre Island Na- 
tional Seashore, and the 
Mexican border. Newly 
opened on an old home- 
stead in Alaska, the rustic 
Granite Creek Ranch Hos- 
tel in Sutton offers its 
proximity to Mount Mc- 
Kinley and Matanuska 
Glacier for excellent hik- 
ing, climbing, river raft- 
ing, and fossil hunting. 

"Self-prc^elled" trav- 
elers can take advantage 
of the several clusters of 



hostels found throughout 
the country. These clust- 
ers make it easy to plan a 
weekend or week-long bi- 
cycling or hiking trip us- 
ing hostels for overnight 
accommodaticxis. In the 
San Francisco Bay area, 
there is a cluster of nine 
hostels, each less than 35 
miles from the next. Sim- 
ilar clusters are found in 
Colorado, southeastern 
Pennsylvania, New York, 
Cape Cod, and Vermont. 

Detailed information 
about each of the 300 U.S. 
hostels, including ad- 
dress, telephone, maps, 
prices, and available ser- 
vices and attractions is 
provided in the 1984 
Handbook, which is free 
to members of American 
Youth Hostels. Member- 
ship costs $20 for adults 
18-59, $10 for youth under 
18, $10 for senior citizens 
60 and up, and $30 i<x 
families. 

U.S. hostels are open to 
all members of American 
Youth Hostels and to 
members of 61 other hos- 
tehng associations wwld- 
wide that are affiliated 
with the International 
Youth Hostel Federation. 
An AYH membership 
card is also honored at all 
5,000 hostels abroad.

Next you should turn to the library's Reference Sec- 
tion. There you will find "The Writer's Market" which 
is an invaluable comperidium of the North American 
publishing trade. This resource lists thousands of book 
and magazine publishers. Besides giving each com- 
pany's address, "The Writer's Market" names key 
editors and publishers, indicates what they publish, 
requirements for unsolicited manuscripts, general 
length of articles (if it's a magazine), plus information 
about advances and royalties. 

Although the "Writer's Market" is the most popular 
book of its type, there are some other similiar titles of 
which you should be aware. "The International Literary 
Market place" covers the publishing scene on a global 
scale, while the 'Directory of Publishing Oppor- 
tunities in Journals and Periodicals" concentrates on 
academic publishing. Finally, the "Directory of Small 
^ress and Magazine Editors and Publishers" covers that 
important area of publishing, especially for the new 
author. 

By now it should be evident that if you are interested 
in getting published you cannot afford not to visit the 
library. Who knows, one of your pieces could even- 
tually wind up on our shevles.

The Lynnhaven Basin 
pollution problem is a 
long way from being 
solved and could end up 
costing the city a great 
deal of money. 

Paul Fisher, project 
director for the Hampton 
Roads Water Quality 
Agency, appeared before 
Virginia Beach City 
Council recently and said 
the Lynnhaven pollution 
problem is a "lonfe way 
from being solved and I 
don't know whether it will 
ever be solved as long as 
we have (stormwater) bac- 
teria runoff." 

That doesn't mean, 
Fisher told council, that 
there is no solution, but 
that the cost might be too 
prohibitive. It might take 
all the money the city has 
to solve the problem, he 
said. 

In a report on "Water 
Quality Trends in the 
Lynnhaven Bay" 
discussed by Fisher, Bruce 
J. Neilson states that ur- 
banization is probably 
chiefly responsible for the 
condition of the Lynn- 
haven. According to 
Neilson, development has 



resulted in the discharge 
of waste-waters and in- 
creases in the pollutant 
loads in stormwater 
runoff. 

What the city can do, 
Fisher said, is educate the 
public-the home owners, 
developers, anyone likely 
to impact the discharge in- 
to the Lynnhaven-on how 
to properly dispose of 
chemicals and maintain 
property. The city's 
Sediment and Erosion 
Control Ordinance should 
also be implemented and 
modified where ap- 
propriate. 

Three options presented 
by Neilson in the' Virginia 
Institute of Marine Scien- 
ce report are: 

Do nothing: This would 
require no control 
program other than what 
is already in place-the 
Sediment and Erosion 
Control Ordinance. 
However, bacterial levels 
in the bay would increase 
over time and that could 
result in additional shell- 
fish closures. The amount 
of sediment reaching the 
bay would increase and 
this would increase 
sedimentation. Dredging 



could be required even- 
tually and, over time, the 
water quality of the Lynn- 
haven Bay would 
deteriorate. According to 
Fisher, although progress 
has been made over the 
past decade, in eliminating 
all point sources that 
discharge into the Lyn- 
nhaven Bay, thus im- 
proving the water quality, 
if nothing more i^, done 
the quality will go doWn. 

Maintain present 
quality or "non- 
degradation": This in- 
volves installing 
management practices at 
sites when land use is 
changed. Costs* will be 
minimized if controls are 
incorporated into the 
design process. Other 
costs would be incured in 
removing sediments and 
debris that collect in reten- 
tion basins. 

Water Quality enhan- 
cement which would in- 
volve the installation of 
management practices in 
developed lands: Here, 
according to the report, 
much can be achieved 
through public awareness 
programs and voluntary 
compliance. One of the 



most important aspects 
would be improved bac- 
terial quality, which could 
lead to the opening of 
some of the shellfish beds. 

Fisher told the Council 
that the Tidewater 
Builders Association, 
through its Municipal Af- 
fairs Committee, has 
prepared an informative 
brochure for new home 
buyers in connection with 
proper dispoal of 
household chemcials. 

In answer to a question 
from Councilman W. H. 
Kitchin III, Fisher replied 
that his\ agency was 
available f6r consultation 
on an on-gorag basis, but 
that ultlmatelr4he cities 
and counties are'irespon- 
sible for the enforcement 
of erosion and s/edimen- 
tation practices. 

Public Works Director 
Oral Lambert siid that 
these practices are enfor- 
ced at the time of the sitt 
plan review, by the plan- 
ning department, by the 
city engineer's office and 
by the site plan sub- 
division inspectors.

No big change in 
city operating budget

The $335,344,326 1984- 
85 Operating Budget 
adopted by Virginia Beach 
City Council Monday af- 
ternoon is substantially 
the same budget proposed 
by City Manager Thomas 
H. Muehlenbeck with 
amendments resulting in a 
net decrease of $462,352. 

Approval was 

unanimous by the ten 
members present with the 
exception that Council- 
man H. Jack Jennings Jr. 
opposed the 7.5 percent 
across-the-board pay in- 
crease for city employees. 
Jennings said that he was 
not opposed to pay in* 
crease but to the method 
which would award 
everyone at the same level 
instead of recognizing per- 
formance. Councilwoman 
Meyera Oberndorf was 
absent. The second 
reading of the budget or- 
dinances wats scheduled 
for Tuesday afternoon. 

Also adopted were or- 
dinances establishing the 
tax levy on personal 
property and machine and

tools and for real estate 
taxes which all remain the 
same. 

Added to the budget 
was a pay raise for mem- 
bers of the Wetlands 
Board from $50 a month 
to $50 a meeting which 
will amount to $4200 a 
year more. 

Also, six new positions 
in the City Attorney's of- 
fice were approved with 
the condition that the jobs 
would not be filled until 
after an assessment is 
|nade of the justification 
for the positions. The 
positions would not be 
added until space is 
available in December or 
January.

Fans of the eight-part PBS TV series on the life of 
Virginia-born belle Nancy, Lady Astor. can also see a 
selection of her 18th-century porcelain-used at her 
palatial English manor house, Qiveden-on view now at 
the Virginia Museum of Fine Arts. 

Danville native Nancy Langhwne. who in 1906 
married Englishman Waldorf Astor, presented an 
enormous collection of Wedgwood, Crown Derby and 
Shropshire Caughley china to her "beloved Virginia" 
in 1951. 13 years before her death at age 84. Today five 
procelain baskets and a compote are on permanent 
display at the Museum. 

Chief curator Pinkney Near says Lady Astcff's gift 
"constitutes the Museum's maJOT asset in 18th-century 
English porcelain" and calls it "a significant and 
important part of the Museum's cdlectiai of English 
decorative arts." 

Lengthy correspondence with the Virginia Museum 
preceded Lady Astw's gift. "My family have been 
badgering me to give (my china) to them, but they are 
not going to get it. It was bought for my beloved 
Virginia." she wrote in 1950. 
^ 3y that time she had retired fi-om her seat as 
Britain's first woman M. P. (Member of Parliament), 
which she had won in her own right when her husband 
suceeded to a viscountcy and became Lord Astor in 
1919. She represented Rymouth in the House of 
CommMis until 1945 and was known as a tireless 
champion of wranen's interests. 

She was no less potent in her later role as hostess at 
Qiveden, the Astors' country house, where she main- 
tained a salon that exercised considerable influence in 
many fields, nrtably fweign affairs. 

The Virginia Museum first learned to Lady Astor's 
wish to give the porcelain cdlection to Virginia in 1949, 
when her sister-the wife of illustrator Charles Dana 
Gibson, who gave America the CHbson girl-visited 
Richmond. Within several mwiths a decade-lcmg ex- 
change of trans-Atlantic letters and begun. 

In late 1949 she wrote to the Museum: "I am having 
great difficulty in dividing it up amongst my family and 
Virginia. I can assure you that Virginia is going to get 
the best if 1 get my way, and it is my china," and in 
June, 1950. she wrote: "I must do it soon as my family 
are very tiresome about china and just beginning to 
appreciate mine." 

When the details of the gift had been finalized, the 
Museum wrote asking Lady Astc«r for a picture of 
herself at Qiveden, perhaps with a piece of the 
porcelain coming to Virginia, and requesting any 
anecd«es about her collection she might recall. In 
September, 1951, she replied: "You have asked me to 
do a thing I find almost impossible-and that is to have 
my photc^raph taken. I think you will have to wait until 
1 come over to Virginia," and she omtinued "I cannot 
remember any aneolotes except my family's furty 
whenever they asked fw the china and 1 told them 
they could not have it as it was for Virginia." 

It was finally decided that Mily a portion of her 
enwmais cdlection would be sent to Virginia, since 
there could be no guarantee that sfMix would be 
available to exhibit it permanently in its entirety. 

"1 really could weep at your not having accepted the 
whde thing," she wrote ft^om Qiveden in late 1951. 

"However 1 do understand why you haven't been al^ 
to do it. My children are delighted." And tlwn she

again expressed her reluctance to be photographed. "I 
shall have to wait till 1 get to Virginia to get my picture 
taken, and even then no woman over ' a certain age' 
wants to have her phrtograph taken. Men never know 
when they have passed the time of life when n(*ody 
wants to look at them, but women do." 

Her final letter to the Museum on August 30, 1959, 
written from London, regarded the labeling of the 
pieces she had given to her native state: 

"The title you have for me (Nancy, the Viscountess 
Astor) is quite wjrrect, but if you think peq>le would 
like it better, you can add the letters C. H. (Companion 
of Honour) after my name. I myself don't worry about 
whether it is there or not, but Virginians might lite to 
know that a Virginian has been honoured for being the 
first woman M.P. Do just what you think right." 

Nancy, Lady Astor, who never fwgot her native 
Virginia, died at Oimsthorpe castle, Lincolnshire, 
England, on May 2, 1964.

Bay cleanup 



Last week it was announced 
that the Federal government is 
going to take an active part in 
the clean up of the Bay. It is a 
decision that is in the best in- 
terests of ev^p^one here at the 
Beach. With the Chesapeake 
Bay well on its way to being one 
of the most polluted bodies of 
waters in America, according to 
scientists, its repair could not be 
more timely. 

Clean water has no substitute. 
Nothing erodes the quality of 
life in an area faster than a 
dismal environment of filth. 
While our neighbors to the north 
like to complain that industry 
has moved south because of 
lower wages, it must also be 
stated that the South is still an 
environmental beauty spot, and 
that is very attractive too. Yet 
we at the Beach should be 
careful to monitor the progress 
of the clean up. So many times 
the Federal government starts 
off a program with a great 
resounding flurry of words only 
to have their efforts get bogged 
down in red tai>e. 

The genius of the free enter- 
prise system is that in the long 
run those industries that pollute 



will be replaced by competitors 
that don't. Given a choice, no 
stock broker is going to recom- 
mend a company that faces long 
court battles or that will have the 
expensive task of fixing its own 
mess. The beauty of free enter- 
prise is that no matter how big 
or how smug a company is, 
sooner or later, it has to get into 
tune with its customers or go the 
way of the dinosaur. Actually, 
the real environmentalists are 
not those who tell us we will be 
dead by 2001 unless we ban the 
automobile, but those careful, 
concerned folks who give their 
business to people who try to 
run their businesses to make a 
better world for their children 
and grandchildren. 

Still, in the short run, we at 
the Beach, had better keep an 
eye out to see the signs of 
progress on the revitalization of 
the Bay. What seems like a lot of 
money now for clean up will be a 
drop in the bucket if the clean up 
is put off or delayed, or bound 
and gagged in Washington. Af- 
ter all, the simple truth of the 
matter is that if there is no clean 
water all growth stops including 
the growth of the community. 




Return of Richard Nixon

Former President Nixon is 
once again in the news again. 
Recently, in Time Magazine, he 
wrote an article about what he 
thinks Chinese-U.S. relations 
should be. He also appeared, for 
a handsome fee, to talk on CBS. 

After his resignation, many 
predicted that would be the last 
of Mr, Nixon. The only 
president ever to resign from the 
presidency seemed destined to a 
life where he would not play any 
role in the nation. That was his 
real punishment for Watergate. 

As he rose from Congress up- 
ward, Mr. Nixon was a 
politician among statesmen. 
Like a central character in a 
Shakespearean tragedy, his fatal 
flaws at first worked to raise him 
up, only to be his undoing. Yet 
life is no neat drama, and Mr. 
Nixon while still the politician is 
now being recalled for his 
statesmanship in his years as 
president, and he is listened to 
when he speaks with that voice. 

Former President Nixon has 



lived among and knew the men 
who shaped this country in the 
years that followed the Second 
World War. In this television 
age of ours, where pedple in 
politics look and act like people 
in television commercials, and 
are frequently stars in commer- 
cials selling themselves, former 
President Nixon is now 
sometime of an anachoronism. 
He doesn't apologize. He 
doesn't explain. 

So Watergate still haunts this 
nation. The newest realization is 
that if President Nixon had 
avoided all that, he would be 
now our elder statesman able to 
give counsel at the highest levels 
of government.

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Computer jargon 



When you talk to a computer salesman, you will more 
often than not be overwhelmed by jargon. The salesman 
will talk about RAM and ROM, kbytes and whatnot. 
There isn't room in this column to present a thorough 
explanation of how a computer works, so what follows 
is a discussion of some of this jargon. Having a little 
familiarity with the terms may give you more confidence 
when you shop. 

Every computer system is a combination of hardware 
and software. Hardware is the metal and/or plastic 
piece you can touch. Software is not so touchable, since 
it refers to the programs that tell the hardware how to 
do what you want. We'll discuss hardware first, since 
each piece of the harHu/o-» >•- -, an effect on the overall 
Pviiuiiurtiicc oi me system you finally purchase for 
yourself. What follows is a very brief description of the 
major pieces, and how they may fit into the system you 
finally purchase. 

The CPU: Least ImporianI for Systems Under $2000 

The heart, or if you will "brain", of a computer is the 
central processing unit: the CPU. In microcomputers, 
the whole CPU fits on a single integrated circuit (IC) 



chip called the microprocessor. Microprocessors are 
identified by number rather than name. The most com- 
mon today are 6502, 6809, Z80, and 8088. 

I suggest that as "a first-time cbmputer buyer, you 
needn't worry about these model numbers-all of them 
get the job done for you. 

Main Memory: ROM and RAM 

The program the CPU executes and the data it works 
on are held in main memory, and its size is measured in 
k-bytes. One k-byte is 1,024 bytes, for reasons I won't 
go into here. Just consider than one "k" is 1,000 and let 
it go at that

America has thrived on 
exceptioiial challenges. 
The struggle for indepen- 
dence, the taming of the 
continent, the forging of 
an industrial empire for- 
med out national charac- 
ter and laid the basis for 
greatness. 

The United States has a 
comparable opportunity 
today. America's next 
frontier-space~is before 
us, and the conquest of 
space will reap limitless 
benefits for our nation. 

The first step in meeting 
this challenge is the

manent manned space 
station proposed by the 
President in his State of 
the Union message. A 
space station will add im- 
mensely to our under- 
standing of the universe 
and enable us to apply 
that knowledge to sciei)-^ 
tific, industrial and com- 
rrtercial uses. 

The unique opportunity 
space presents has sparked 
the interests of such diver- 
se industries as phar- 
jmaceuticals, chemicals, 
electronics, metals and 
farm products. And we 
are only beginning to ap- 
preciate the applications 
of I space-based 
technology: "'^.,. 

•The zero gravity, of 
space will allow the pro- 
duction of large, pure 
quantities of drugs, 
leading to rtiore effective 
medical treatment. 

•It |Will permit produc- 
tion Of ultra-pure semi- 
conductor crystals for use 
in super-fast computers. 

•A space station will 
enable us to produce ex- 
tralight, high strength 
materials for airplanes 
and cars. 

•It will allow more ef- 
fective and efficient iden- 
tification of the earth's 
resources, leading to ad- 
vances in mining and oil 
and gas Exploration. 

•Locating large anten- 
nas in space will 
dramatically increase 
communications capabil- 
ities, including direct 
television broadcasting 
and wider mobile com- 
munication service. 

In sum, the oppor- 
tunities for technological 
innovation are almost as 
vast as space itself. And 
we must act boldly to seize 
them. 

Yet, because there has 
been no commitment to a 
permanent manned space 
station, American in- 
dustry has been reluctant 
to devote resources to 
space. The commitment of 
the President, coupled 
with the strong support of 
Congress, should be the 
-catalyst for greater in- 
volvement in space by 
American industry. And 
the cooperation of the 
government and industry 
in space development 
could well be the most 
productive partnership in 
our history. 

In addition to the 
material benefits, activity 
in space will furnish a fiew 
focus for the American 
spirit. It Willi demonstrate 
what America can accom- 
plish when we dedicate 
ourselves to a common 
goal. Our achievements in 
space evoke awe and won- 
der, but they are merely 
"one small step." 

As we reach out to the 
•universe, the only limits 
are those of our 
imagination and deter- 
mination. A permanent 
base on the moon, 
astronauts orbiting and 
landing on Mars, orbiting 
observatories that unlock 
the secrets of our solar 
system are within our 
reach. 

We will expand the 
scope of our knowledge.

The distinctive, funnel- 
shaped cloud is easy to 
recognize. As it touches 
the earth, it writhes and 
twists, throwing debris in 
all directions. It is usually 
accompanied by hail, vio- 
lent thunderstorms, and 
strong winds. 

The width of a twnado 
cloud can vary from a few 
feet to over a mile, but the 
average width is one quar- 
ter of a mile. Tornadoes 
have stayed on the ground 
seconds to neariy three 
hours, covering distances 
of a few yards to more 
than 200 miles. 

Tornadoes are classi- 
fied as weak, strong, or 
violent. Weak twnadoes 
ccwnprise 62 percent of all 
tornadoes but cause only 
two percent of the fatali- 
ties. Strong tornadoes 
comprise 36 percent and 
cause 30 percent of the 
deaths. Only two percent 
of all tornadoes are classi- 



fied as violent, yet they 
cause 68 percent of the 
deaths »ported from 
these storms.

Computor jargon

A byte is the amount of memory that's needed to hold 
one character, which is usually the smallest piece of data 
the CPU can work on. You may see some advertisemen- 
ts that talk about how many thousands of characters 
their memory can store; it's the same thing as bytes. 
Other details of the size of memory are not important 

here. 

If the computer is any good at all, you will never be 
aware of ROM as long as you own the computer; shrug 
off all attempts to impress you with how much ROM 
(read only memory) one computer has compared to 
another. 

The term RAM (random access memory) is a little 
more important. Also called "main memory", it is that 
portion of the computer memory that programs use. So, 
the amount of RAM can affect how quickly the 

program ruil^V 

You should be able to get a computer with 64K bytes 
of RAM at a reasonable price. My experien<;e has been 
that 64K is plenty for most uses. Double that amount 
(128K bytes) is really helpful when you're runniiig a 
large program, but isn't usually necessary. Today, the 
extra 64K will cost you $150-350; that is, the same com- 
puter system with 64K bytes of RAM will cost about 

$ 1 50-350 less than one with 1 28k bytes . 

Many systems that can use 128k or more of RAM are 
expandable. So, if you start off with 64k, you can ex- 
pand that to 128k next year if you decide you need it. 
This shows a clear advantage to expandable systems. 

The CRT: Whal You Gel Is What You See 

The CRT is the primary output device for home com- 
puter systems. It is the way the computer system shows 
you whiat you want, and what it needs or wants. ' 

Some systems come with a CRT screen built in; that 
solves the problem for you if you buy it. There are in 
general three types available: 

•Green on black: a little easier on the eyes than stark 
white on black. 

•Amber (orange) on black: European standards now 
specify this color. 

•Color: you'll need it for the color graphics on your 
game computer; a color TV set will work, but not as 
well, I'm told. 

If the CRT screen is not built into the computer, then 
you may want to start off using an old TV set for a 
CRT. When your budget recovers, you might consider 
getting a good color monitor ($25-35). 

The Keyboard: What type? 

For every computer system in your price range, try 
out the keyboard. Since you must the keyboard for 
nearly everything you want to tell the computer to do, 
make sure you get one that feels right for you. This is all 
the more important if you are a touch typist. If it 
doesn't feel right, don't buy it. If you don't type fast 
enough to tell the difference, at least look at the stur- 
diness of the keyboard construction.

A certain amount of fantasy has always beeii arouiid, 
from movies like the Wizard of Oz to musicals like 
Camelot. Still the fantasy novel can be pretty well dated 
from the public discovery of the Lord of the Rings. 
Tolkien did not write the first fantasy novel. T.H. 
White's Once and Future King, for instance, has been 
around since 1939. Tolkien did, however, create a 
demand for more stories of heroic quests and magic. In 
the 1960's an incredible number of books were 
published, or reprinted, with the advertiseinent that 
they were "The best story since Lwd of the Rings. 

Most of these were of the particular type of fantasy 
where the hero goes on a quest to save his world from 
great evil. Soon writers began to branch out and create 
other kinds of fantasy. There are stories based on the 
legendary past, especially Camelot. At least twenty 
authors from White to Mary Stewart have reinterpreted 
the tales of King Arthur. There are stcffies that take 
place on completely different worlds or an Earth very 
much altered. Piers Anthony's popular Xanth is a 
magical island m an otherwise mundane Earth. Andre 
Portion's Witch World can be reached through special 
gates that open on another universe. Amber, created by 
Roger Zelazny and a unicorn, claims to be the only real 
world, of which all others, even Earth, are shadows. 
The stories set on these worlds may be quests or simply 
"Sword and Sorcery." 

The short stories about Conan the Barbarian by 
Robert Howard are often considered the origin of Swwd 
and Sorcery. Their basic plot is the great fighter pitted 
against evil wizards and unnatural mraisters. The 
originals had no literary pretensions but some recent 
authors have greatly improved this brand of fantasy. 
Fritz Leiber's tales of Fafhrd and the Gray Mouser have 
an epic quality and a lot of humor. 

A very recent development has been the animal 
fantasy for adults. Children have always enjoyed these 
stories but until Waters hip Down most adults wouldn't 
have admitted to reading Such a thing. Duncton Wood, 
The Book of the Dun Cow, and The Quest for tife 
Faradawn have all appeared in the last five years. 

Fantasy novels can incorporate plots from almost any 
other kind of fiction. Lwd Darcy is a criminal investi- 
gator assisted by a forensic sorcerer in Randall 
Garrett's stories of a Londofi where magic has replaced 
science. A very realistic mystery is solved by a very 
unusual detective in Tea With the Black Dragon by R. 
A. McEvoy. Romance, adventure, intrigue and horror 
all blend smoothly with fantasy. 

If these books are already famiUar, Baird Searles' 
Reader's Guide to Fantasy introduces many more. For , 
a visual approach, Realms of Fantasy illustrates ten 
classics with imaginative paintings. The public library 
has other reference books and special lists to help 
Jocate hundreds of other fantasy novels. Just ask.

Americans are bombarded daily with television 
commericals asidng them to reach out and touch, radio 
ads singing the virtues of various pain relievers and 
newspaper displays showing the latest fashion. 

The power these messages have on the public-to buy, 
behave and think has become a great concern to 
educates, ccmsumers and the Advertising industry 
itself, especially since a recent survey showed that the 
average American watches seven h(Hirs of televisicm a 
day. 

In the '60's, cmsumer advocates and behaviwal 
scientists became concerned that advertising could 
manipulate the public to do things and buy products 
they didn't want. Techniques like subliminal sug- 
gestion - hidden messages directed at the subcon- 
scious mind - came under heavy fire from industry 
watchers. 

Since that time, the controversy has somewhat 
subsided; but advertisers and researchers are still 
concerned about the ethical practices and psychdogical 
techniques advertisers employ. 

Yet, accOTding to Dr. Wilbur Stantcm, an associate 
professor of marketing at Old Dominion University, 
what advertisers intend to do and what people think 
they do may be quite different. 

"Most professional advertisers have a very strict 
code pf ethics," he said. While advertisers do 



everything they can to get the pubUc's attention and 
make sure it Ustcns - particularly on television where a 
30-second spot may cost thousands of dollars -- most 
advertisers are conscientious about their tactics, he 

noted. ' . . 

If they're not, there arc several industry watchdogs. 

Internally, the industry is regulated by three 
associatirais which set standards for advertising. 

The Federal Trade Commissicm also has the power to 
approve advertisements. In addition, advertisers can 
be penalized by the media. A station which finds a 
commercial offensive may refuse to air it, while 
newspapers and magazines may decline to prmt 
"objecticmable" advertisements. 

"The danger in advertising is the effect it can have 
on people if it's not property regulated," said Stantai, 
who has worked for a major research corporation 
testing the effectiveness of advertising methods . 

Advertising is a strong learning device, he added, 
and for this reason much research has been conducted 
in recent years on the effects of advertising on children. 

While advertising may not manipulate people <w 
control their minds, it does create an awareness about a 
product. The advertiser also attempts to convey an 
attitude about the product and then motivate con- 
sumers to buy it. 

Although these steps are used to inspire a purchase, 

an advertisement can also be used to reassure the 

' buyer that he made the right decision in buying the 



product. The associate professor explained "adver- 
tisers like to stroke you and make you feel yew did the 
right thing. It you're happy with your decision, then 
you'll tell other people, which is another way of 
justifying that decision." 

Advertisements are also designed to enhance the 
buyer's self-image. Although a product may be more 
expensive than similar wies, or claims about it 
exaggerated, the advertiser wants to make the buyer 
feel better after making a purchase. 

AccOTding to Stanton, advertisements fall into three 
types. One uses Pavlovian conditiaiing which depends 
on associating a response with a stimulus. For example, 
if a toilet paper manufacturer wants to convey softness, 
it might show a baby because most people associate 
softness with infants. That response will then be 
transferred to the toilet tissue. 

A Second type, popular during the '60s and 70s, is 
Skinnrian conditioning. This kind of advertising sets up 
a reward-punishment situation where the consumer is 
made to feel that if he doesn't do what the advertiser 
wants, he'll be-punished. A housewife who docsn t 
wash with Wisk detergent, for example, may get ring 
aramd the collar." 

Conditioning works because of the powerftil connec- 
tions it sets up in the mind. Many people can still recall 
popular jingles of the '50s and '605, even though these 
advertisements haven't been used in years. If they hear 



•Winston tastes good," most people from this period 
will respcmd "like a cigarette should." 

This process also works in the stwe when a consumer 
sees a product. Although an advertisement may n<« 
motivate a person to go out and buy a product right 
then, once he sees the product he remembers the 
advertisement and may be motivated to buy it. 

The '80s has been called the era of haiesty. 
Advertisers show what their product has that the rthers 
don't, and assume consumers are educated enough to 
make the right choice. 

There are many variatiOTs on these three kinds of 
advertisements, including the use of humor, celebrities 
and emoticmal appeal. 

Although the use of humw declined during the '60s 
-when Alka-Seltzer's "1 can't believe 1 ate the whole 
thing" commercials were throught to be ineffective ~ it 
is making a sharp comeback. 

On the other hand, using celebrities as product 
spokesmen works not only because they are instantly 
recognized, but because they carry an image associated 
with how they earned their fame. 

Perhaps the most successftil advertisement using an 
emotional appeal is AT&Ts "Reach out and touch 
someone" campaign. AccOTding to Stanton, these 
cOTimercials work because they build anxiety and then 
offer the listener a solution. 

"1 you don't call sraneone you feel guilty about it," 
the associate professor said. 'It's great psychology.

Selection of real estate 
agent requires caution 



If you are like most 
homeowners (better than 
eight out of ten), you will 
employ the services of a 
real estate broker to help 
with the sale of your 
home. 

Bookstores are filled 
with advice for those who 
want to sell a home on 
their own ("Save 
Thousands") but what 
many sellers need is in- 
formation on how to get 
the most out of an agent. 

How do you find a good 
real estate broker? 

Before starting your 
search for the best of all 
possible agents, you will 
want to know the 
significance of various 
terms you will encounter. 

An agent is one em- 
powered to act for 
another. It is worth noting 
that the person you hire is 
your agent, and not the 
buyer's. The agent is 
legally obligated to put 
your interests first, above 
anyone else's, including 
his or her own. 

Real estate agents are 
licensed by the state, in 
two categories; broker and 
salesman. 

The commissions you 
pay to a broker may be 
shared, commonly on 
something around a 50-50 
split, with the salesman 
who worked on your tran- 
saction. Where another 
firm cooperates in your 
sale, the commissions are 
further divided between 
the two companies. The 
details are not your con- 
cern; you promise simply 
to pay a single com- 
mission. . 

The term Realtor is a 
trademarked designation 



for a member of a private 
organization, the National 
Association of Realtors. 
Realtors often associate in 
a local multiple listing ser- 
vice, which pools their 
resources to work on each 
other's listings. 

Your selection of a 
broker should be based 
upon: 

•Whether the agent is 
currently active in your 
area. 

•How skilled and suc- 
cessful that person has 
been. 

•How confident and 
comfortable you feel 
about him or her. 

A logical first choice is 
the person who sold you 
the home. If you were im- 
pressed, by all means get 
in touch with that agent. 

Referrals from friends, 
relatives and your lawyer 
or banker are good sour- 
ces for names. Remember, 
though, that the agent 
who did such a great job 
for your aunt will be of lit- 
tle use if you live on the 
other side of town. You 
want someone who deals 
every day with buyers in 
your locality. 

To find an agent on 
your own, start with the 
weekend classified ad- 
velisements. List the 
names (ya lawn signs near 
you, and pay attention to 
"sold" signs. Realtors 
consider these their best 
advertisements, and with 
reason. 

Visit open houses. 
You'll build a valuable 
background of infor- 
mation on property in 
comr)etition with yours, 
and you can meet agents

New farm law 



A new law on workers 
ccHnpensation will mean 
big changes for Virginia's 
farmers and horticultura- 
lists. 

According to Delegate 
William T. Wilson, spon- 
sor of the measure, as of 
July 1, farmers will get a 
break in the requirements 
to carry workers comp. He 
urges farmers to be aware 
of the changes, and spe- 
cifically commended an 
explanatory article in the 
May Virginia Farm Bu- 
reau News. 

"Under this new law," 
said Wilson, "farmers 
will be required to carry 
workers comp only if they 
regularly employ more 
than two full-time em- 
ployees. This means that 
any farmer who regularly 
employs three or more 
full-time employees is re- 
quired to carry workers 
comp coverage." 

Wilson explained that 



his new law clears up 
confusion that often arose 
under the previous law. 
"Under the old law, farm- 
ers had to carry workers 
comp if they'd developed 
a payroll of $15,000 or 
more during the previous 
year, and if at least two 
employees had been em- 
ployed 'full-time.' 

"The resulting intei*- 
pretations of the Indust- 
rial CommissiOTi were of- 
ten confusing. This new 
law drops the payroll pro- 
vision entirely and dearly 
defines the number of 
employees needed to trig- 
ger the law." 

Wilson went on to say 
that farmers who have 
incorporated should find 
out how the new law 
affects them, because 
most people on an incor- 
porated farm can be con- 
sidered employees of the 
operation.

Developer wants bankers out

Legislation allowing 
federally-chartered com- 
mercial banks to develop 
land and engage in the full 
range of housing develop- 
ment activities would be 
detrimental to home 
builders, home buyers and 
bank depositors, accor- 
ding to John Koelemij, 
first vice preisdent, the 
National Association of 
Home Builders. 

Testifying before the 
House Committee on 
Banking, Finance and Ur- 
ban Affairs, Koelemij, a 
home builder from 
Tallahassee, Fla., said 
that Congress should wait 
to assess the impact of 
recent S&L deregulation 
before moving to give 
banks the go-ahead on 
previously restricted real 
estate ventures. 

Under present law and 
regulation, savings and 
loans are permitted to in- 
vest through their service 
corporations a small per- 
centage of their assets in 
direct real estate develop- 
ment. Legislation pending 
in the Senate would extend 
these powers to bank 
holding companies. 

"In recent years, some 



financial institutions have 
begun to compete directly 
in real estate development 
with independent builders 
and developers," 
Koelemij said. "The ad- 
ded authority of banks to 
participate in real estate 
development, finance and 
sales would provide an 
enormous concentration 
of power in flnancial in- 
stitutions, and promotes 
several anti-competitive 
practices." 

Koelemij said that 
direct competition bet- 
ween financial institutions 
and independent builders 
would create inequities on 
several counts. He said 
that banks would have the 
ability to secure more 
favorable financing for site, 
construction and mort- 
gage financing and would 
be able to operate on thin- 
ner profit margins than 
builders because they 
would not foreclose on 
their own projects and 
would be able to subsidize 
their development 
operations when 

necessary. 

Even with the more 
limited powers given to 
S&L service corporations, 
Koelemij said, builders 
have begun to encounter 



anti-competitive practices 
by financial institutions. 
He said that some thrift 
institutions were 
providing below market 
construction and mort- 
gage flnandng on projects 
in which they had an in- 
terest. 

"Some thrift in- 
stitutions have even 
refused to extend loans 
except on projects in 
which they have an in- 
terest," Koelemij said, 
"effectively cutting their 
building competitors off 
from their traditional 
source of financing." 

Koelemij said that the 
trend toward control over 
all aspects of the real 
estate development 
business by financial in- 
stitutions would even- 
tually lead to fewer, larger 
building companies con- 
trolled by banks and thrif- 
ts and would destroy price 
competition. 

"To permit bank 
holding companies to set 
up subsidiaries that can 
invest directly in real 
estate is a short-sighted 
change that trades off the 
long-term interest of a 
competitive market for 
possible short-term 
benefits to financial in- 



stitutions and very few :^ 
consumers," Koelemij' 

said. 

As an example of what 
can happen when bank r 
deposits are used to fund, 
high risk or speculative 
real estate projects, 
Koelemij cited the recent: 
case of Empire Savings* 
and Loan in Mesquite, 
Texas. Empire used its._ 
service corporation to in- ^ 
vest heavily in con-'; 
dominium projects near ^ 
Dallas, Texas. From the , 
end of 1982 through the" 
first half of 1983, its loan 
assets grew 198 percent, 
more than half of which", 
was in land development. 
In March of this year. 
Empire was declared in- * 
solvent. 

Koelemij said that the : 
very purpose of the'^ 
banking system would be- 
undermine(^ by further de- 
regulation of the nation's - 
financial institutions. ^ 

"Banks should be as»! 
impartial as possible in': 
allocating credit among • 
alternative uses," he said. > 
"If banks have a financial • 
interest in real estate, in- j 
surance or securities i 
holdings, the public pur- i 
pose becomes clouded and i 
impartiality diminishes."

and judge their methods. 
The one who lounges in 
the living room smoking 
and watching TV, and 
who waves you through 
on your own, just lost 
your business. 
A good broker will do 
more than try to sell you 
the particular house. 
When it becomes evident 
you are not interested, he 
or she will invite you to sit 
down and discuss real 
estate further. 

Even if you are pleased 
with the first agent you 
meet, it is prudent to talk 
with at least three, 
allowing them to see your 
house and make listing 
presentations. Call firms 
active in your area and ask 
them to send someone 
over. 

One excellent way' to 
select motivated salesmen . 
is by allowing them to 
present themselves. Put a 
•For Sale by Owner" sign 
(known in the business as 
a FIZBO) on your lawn 
for a day or two, or place 
a small classified ad. You 
may hear from more 
brokers than buyers. Each 
one who calls is obviously 
following your neighbor- 
hood, enterprising, and 
currently free to handle 
new listings. 

There is no simple an- 
swer to whether you will 
be belter served by a man 
or a woman, salesman or 
broker, young or old, 
small office or large, in- 
dependent firm or one 
with a nationally fran- 
chised name. 

In the end. the decision 
comes back to your own 
feelings and the ability of 
a salesman you are con- 
sidering. Nothing makes 
as much difference as your 
choice of the individual 
salesman.

Tests to apply: 

•Identification: The 
ethical agent always starts 
a conversation with 
"Hello, I'm Sue Salesman 
from Bravo Brokers." 
Avoid any who pose, 
initially, as prospective 
buyers. . 

•Phone Calls: One early 
test is how promptly your 
calls are returned. If you 
cannot reach an agent 
easily, neither can 
prospective buyers. 

•Homework: The agent 
who arrives for a listing 
presentation should 
already have spent some 
time in research. He or she 
should have ascertained 
your property tax figures 
and lot size from the local 
authorities.

If a tOTnado waning is 
issued, it means a tornado 
has actually been sighted. 
Warnings are issued for 
individual counties and 
include the tonado's loca- 
tion and its direction and 
speed. If ycHi are in or 
near its path, take cover 
immediately. 

A tOTnado usually deve- 
lops from a severe thun- 
derstorm. Ehiring such 
weather, be alert fa vio- 
lent winds, hail, heavy 
rain, frequent lightning, 
funnel-shaped cloids, and 
a roaring ndse. When in 
doubt, take cover; twn- 
adoes are often hidden by 
rain or dust and can occur 
at night. 

Bah tOTnado watches 
and warnings are issued 
by the Nati(»ial Weather 
Service through local ra- 
dio and television sta- 
tions. 

Some basic rules apply 
wherever you are when a 
tornado strikes. First ~ 
don't panic. Knowing 
these simple safety rules 
and taking immediate ac- 
tion can save your life. 

At Home 

The best shelter from a 
tornado is the basement. 
Go to the ncM-thern or 
eastern corner of the 
basement avdding win- 
dows and doors, or get 
beneath a sturdy piece of 
furniture like a table or 
workbench. Try to stay 
near an outside wall. 

In a home with no 
basement, take cover near 
the center of the house in 
a closet or bathroom or 
get under sturdy furniture 
until the stffl-m passes. 
Protect your body with a 
heavy blanket or sleeping 
bag, if possible. 

Avoiding windows is 
one of the mose imp^tant 
safety tips to remember. 
Most tornado injuries and 
deaths are caused by fly- 
ing debris, and shattered 
glass can be deadly. 

Another safe shelter is 
beneath the basement

stairway. Stairways are 
structually sound and pro- 
vide excellent protection 
against falling debris. 

Avoid rock or brick 
walls and chimneys. In- 
stead of blowing over in 
high winds, they tend to 
collapse straight down. 



Mobile Homes 

Mobile homes are ex- 
temely unsafe during tor- 
nadoes. If ymi live in a 
mobile home, your family 
should have an evacuation 
plan and a designated 
shelter in a substantial 
building. Never take shel- 
ter under your mobile 
home. Tornado winds 
have incredible power and 
can lift and carry a mobile 
home for hundreds of 
yards. 

If there is no suitable 
shelter nearby, you are 
still safer lying in a ravine 
ditch, or culvert than re- 
maining in your mobile 
home. 



In Public Buildings 

If you are in an office 
building, shopping mall, 
or other public building, 
move to a predesignated 
public shelter. Stay inside 
the building ~ don't run to 
your car. You're generally 
safer inside a substantial 
structure than in the 
open. If a predesignated 
shelter cannot be found 
immediately, move to a 
central area on a lower 
floor. Stay away frcwn 
windows and large open 
areas with wide, unsup- 
ported roofs that could 
collapse easily. Try to find 
a small room like a closet, 
restroom, or storeroMn or 
get close to heavy shel- 
ving or counters. Stair- 
wells also make good shel- 
ters if they are window- 
less and in the interior of 
the building. 

In school, stay calm and 
fdlow the direction of 
school officials.

MAY SKY CHARTS: To use these 
sky charts face either north or south 
and hold the charts directly in front 
of you with the horizon on the bot- 
tom. The charts show the bright^t 
stars and planets between the hori- 
zon and the part of the sky directly 
overhead during the early evening 
hours this month. 

a)NSTraXATIONS: Leo the lion 
is visible high overhead in the south- 
em sky. Hie figure of the lion 
shouldn't be difficult to find since it 
is one of the few constellations 
whose outline of stars resembles the 
figure it repr^ents. Leo's head and 
mane are formed by a backward 
qiiesti<m mark with the bright star 
Regulus the terminating dot. To the 
east of Leo look for another easily 
reconizable star pattern — kite- 
shaped Bootes. Tlie tail of Bootes is 
marked by the bright star Arcturus. 

High overhead in the north the 
Big Dipper is visible upside down in 
the sky with its bowl pointing to- 
wards the horizon. Beneath the Dip- 
per and to the west, notice three 
bright stars — the Gemini twins, 
Castm* and Pollux, and Capella. 

PLANETS: The red planet Mars 
dominates the constellation of Libra 
this month, visible very low in the 
east. The planet rhes about sunset 
and sets about sunri^Joining Mars 
in Libra is Saturn, whreh^also ri^s 
at about sunset and disappears from 
view by sunrise.

IR 
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Roads dangerous places 
for children of all ages

In the eyes of most 
young children, streets 
and roadways are per- 
ceived as interesting places 
to play and explore, a 
spokesman for the 
National Safety Council 
said recently. 

Unfortunately, pre- 
schoolers lack the ability 
to realize and avoid the 
dangers that roadways 
present. The child's lack 
of ability and the fact that 
many parents over^ 
estimate their child'^ 
ability to recognize ana 
avoid traffic dangers 
result in hundreds of ac- 
cidental deaths and in- 
juries each year, according 
to the Council. 

Statistics indicate that 
each year about SOO 
children under four die in 
pedestrain-related motor 
vehicle accidents; an even 
greater number of 
children between ages five 
and nine are killed. Many 
preschoolers' accidents 
are a result of a child im- 
pulsively running into the 
street, often from between 
parked cars, with total 
disregard to traffic. 

"Proper pedestrian 
safety education should 
begin as soon as a child is 
allowed to go outdoors," 
said Janice Sutkus, the 
Council's child pedestrian 
specialist. "Parents 
should be aware that they 
are role models for their 
children's traffic safety 
behavior. Parents can help 
prevent accidents by 
making sure their children 
receive real-life traffic 
training at home and in 
day-care of nursery 
schools. 

"At this stage of 
development, children are 
still learning to match 
sounds with objects," 
Sutkus said. "They're in 
the process of learning to 
use their senses to judge 
speed, distance and depth, 
•and they have limitejl 
motor coordination. 
These abilities aite 
necessary to recognize and 
react to traffic dangers." 

Parents often fail to 
realize these psychomotor 
differences between adults 
and young children, she 
said, and mistakenly 
speak to a child as they 
• would to an adult, rather 
than to a youngster ex- 
ploring a new world. 

"Instructions shouldn't 
be based on warnings such 
as 'look out' or 'watch 
where you're going'," 
Sutkus said, "because 
these statements are inef- 
fective with preschoolers. 
Young children have short 
attention spans and dif- 
ficulty in understanding 
and remembering simple 
sequential ordering." 

It is best to use an 
elementary vocabulary, 
Sutkus suggests, that 
presents one idea at a time 
to establish a basis for the 
development of safe 
habits which can continue 
into^j adolescence and 
adulthood. 

Parents should em- 
phasize the most basic 
safety lessons, such as 
streets are for cars and 
sidewalks are for walkers, 
she said. Keep the 
education geared to their 
limited abilities, and 
reme'mber that 

preschoolers also have 
limited emotional control. 
Curiosity, defiance a""* 
aggressiveness can resi. 
in unanticipated, unsafe 
behavior near traffic. ^

Proposed regulations 
affect pleasure boaters 

The U.S. Coast Guard has proposed changes in its 
regulations that will affect the licensing of charter boat 
iperators. 

"While the new regulations would relax restrictions 
on holders of current licenses, the regulations vyould 
make getting a new license more difficult," said T. 
Brantley Houston, president of Houston Marine Con- 
sultants. 

Under the proposed regulations, the ocean and inland 
operator licenses now issued to party-boat operators 
would be replaced by a master's license for vessels of 
not more than 200 gross tons. Tonnage ratings would 
automatically be increased, in many cases to the 200-ton 
maximum. 

New liense applicants will feel the greatest effects of 
the proposed regulations. The examinations for the 
motorboat operator license (commonly referred to as 
the "six pack" license, which allows for six passengers 
or less) and inland/ocean operator license (which allows 
for more than six passengers aboard) will become more 
difficult under the new regulations, covering more 
material. 

Currently, applicants for all three licenses are tested 
on the basics of seamanship, such as aids to navigation 
and charts,' lifesaving and firefighting equipment, 
machinery operations, Coast Guard rules and 
regulations, emergency and distress signals, first aid and 
rules of the road. Ocean operators are also tested on 
plotting and Loran. 

Once the new regulations go into effect, a first-time 
applicant will also be tested on boat handling, 
meteorology, electronics, medical emergencies, marine 
sanitation, safety equipment required by law and prac- 
tical signaling by flashing light. 

Presently most motorboat operators and ocean/in- 
land operators are limited to specific coastal waters and 
distances offshore. With the rule change, these restric- 
tions would be eliminated and replaced with a "near 
coastal waters" endorsement, which includes coastal 
waters as far as 200 miles offshore anywhere in the 

world. ,. .,, 

The time requirements for the three licenses will not 
change under tH^ proposed regulations. An applicant 
for a motorboat bpierator license must have at least 365 
days experience in operating motorboats; an inland 
operator license applicant, 365 days on inland or ocean 
waters; and an ocean operator applicant, 730 days on 
ocean or coastwise waters. 

"Mariners who upgrade their licenses can now take 
advantage of the new regulations," Houston stated. 
"For example, a motorboat operator who upgrades his 
license now to operator can get the benefits of an in- 
crease in tonnage when the new regulations take ef- 
fect.

cement and engineering," 
Kitcliin said. He said it 
sounded liice good control 
but that the city doesn't 
have anyone who goes out 
to see what the builders 
are doing.

Fisher's reply was that it 
was a matter of deter- 
mining where to spend 
public funds.

On May 19, 1983, Virginia Electric and 
Power Company ("Vepco") consummated a 
corporate reorganization winereby a new 
liolding company, Dominion Resources, Inc., 
("Dominion") was created, wiiicli now holds 
all outstanding Vepco stock. By order en- 
tered September 6, 1983, in Case No. PUE 
830060, the Commission found that Do- 
minion's plans for the reorganized corpo- 
rate structure of Vepco and its impact upon 
future operations of Vepco should be thor- 
oughly investigated to determine possible 
and probable effects upon ratepayers. As 
the initial step in this investigation, the 
Commission directed Vepco and Dominfon 
to file certain preliminary information on 
the reorganization and the present and pro- 
posed operations of the various subsidiaries 
of Dominion, existing and projected. 

Vepco and Dominion filed their response 
to the Commission's order on September 
20, 1983. The filing indicates that current 
organizational plans of Dominion include 
the possible establishment of the following 
subsidiaries: a natural resource exploration 
company, a company to pursue develop- 
ment of a coal slurry pipeline, a company 
or companies to own Dominion's share of 
jointly owned electric generating cftmpanies 
to provide energy to Vepco under contract, 
and a company to administer the charitable 
programs of, and make grants for. Do- 
minion, Vepco, and the other subsidiaries 
as they are created. Dominion Resource 
Services, Inc. ("Services"), an existing sub- 
sidiary of Dominion, is intended to provide 
staff and support services to Vepco and 
other Dominion subsidiaries. 

On September 23, 1983, Vepco, Services, 
and Virginia Natural Gas, Inc. ("VNG") filed 
an application (assigned Case No. PUE 
830062) with the Commission requesting 
authorization under Chapters 3, 4, 5, and 
10.1 of Title 56 of the Code of Virginia 
to implement the transactions and arrange- 
ments detailed in the application. These 
transactions and arrangements include: (1) 
the transfer of Vepco's gas division into 
VNG, which initially will be established as 
a Vepco subsidiary, (2) the transfer of the 
shares of VNG common stock from Vepco 
to Dominion by means of a dividend, there- 
by making VNG a subsidiary of Dominion, 
(3) the transfer to Dominion of the common 
stock of Virginia Nuclear, Inc. ("VNI") held 
by Vepco by means of a dividend, thereby 
, making VNI a subsidiary of Dominion, (4) 
establishment of the capital structure of 
VNG to reflect the same percentage of com- 
mon stock, preferred stock, and debt as the 
capital structure of Vepco at the date of 
reorganization, (5) the approval of service 
agreements between Vepco and Services,

This letter has to do with the recent World Court 
decision on the Nicaragua case, and with the response 
which we, as a "peace church" (Quakers), feel is now 
incumbent on our Nation. The letter is being sent to 
newspapers in the Hampton Roads area, from which we 
draw our congregation. 

We were heartened to read the newspaper reports that 
the United States will accept the World Court rulings 
with respect to our relations with Nicaragua. We were 
particularly impressed with the statement of John 
Hughes, State Department spokesman, that "the 
United States respects the Court and the rule of law and 
intends to act accordingly." 

Since the Court ruled that "states should refrain m 
their international relations from the threat or use of 
force against the territorial integrity or political in- 
dependence of any state," and since the "covert" ac- 
tions of the CIA, including the arming and 
remuneration of forces attacking Nicaragua, are clearly 
not consistent with this ruling, we hope that the United 
States Congress will adopt legislation to: 

1. Cut off all funds for covert action against 
Nicaragua; and 

2. Instruct the CIA to desist from particir mg m 
military or paramilitary actions against the I ^^araguan 
government. 

As a peace church, we would of course rejoice to see 

such action taken with or without the impetus of the 

Court. But in taking such action in compliance with the 

Court's ruling, our Nation will show clearly that it is 

responsive to world opinion. This, far more than 

• military might, is prequisit to the enlightened world 

leadership we would all like to envision for our country. 

We urge citizens who share this view to let their 

congressmen know. The honor of our country and the 

lives of many people are at stake.

Editor, Virginia Beach^un: 

Reference is made to your two fine editorials in the 
Virginia Beach Sun of May 9th and the editorial in The 
Virginian-Pilot of May 5th about Virginia Beach being a 
suburb of Norfolk. 

Virginia Beach has the opportunity to become a great 
city, in spite of tongue-in-cheek editorials. A person of 
vision is needed in the city government to recognize 
this, and make it happen. As the Virginian-Pilot 
editorial hints, a real downtown with the governmental, 
financial and business center in the same place is essen- 
tial. 

The people of Virginia Beach should work in new 
21st-century hi-tech industry, and in the Downtown cen- 
ter, and not go enmassse off to Norfolk. (One percent 
or so is incidental; we have a long way to go. What will 
it be in twenty years? Perhaps only slightly more, and 
the cits: .still a ^uasi-sutturb, if some dramatic stqps 
aren't taken.) 

Of course, we have to attract the new industry, and a 
local university campus at Princess Anne Village 
(preferably where the present Municipal Center is) will 
be essential for that. It is possible that lack of local civic 
pride and prospects of financing may mean that our 
own university may be impractical. 

However, an alternative to a locally-operated univer- 
sity would be to offer Princess Anne Campus to 
established universities such as UVA, VCU, NSU, and 
ODU. The City of Virginia Beach could issue bonds for 
construction of high-rise buildings downtown for "City 
Hall." The State could agree to pay them off with 
educational funds in return for Princess Anne Campus. 

The university to use Princess Anne Campus should 
start classses as soon as possible, even if temporarily 
somewhere else in Virginia Beach. Or, even better, some 
city functions could move soon to temporary locations 
to make room for classes . 

A major university campus at Princess Anne Village 
would be the "biggest university in Northeastern North 
Carolina." It would draw many students from "south 
of the border." 

H-^re is a chance to "sell" the Princess Anne Cam- 
pus to a university. Otherwise Virginia Beach with its 
fragmented and dispersed structure will remain a 
second-rate city, even though the most populous. The 
Virginian-Pilot editorial is very pertinent, and em- 
phasizes my proposals very appropriately. 

Rather than be a large area of aimless urban sprawl, 
the city needs a heart and center, accessible to its 
residents, where government, business and finance can 
work afiid pull together. This downtown must be plan- 
ned and encouraged. City Hall with the courts, and 
Main Post Office, as well as state and federal office 
buildings, are necessary there. 

This may be the only practical time and way to unload 
the present Municipal Center, otherwise we will be stuck 
with it. Virginia Beach's future is at stake; we are at the 
fork in the road!

Danger !

It is expected that bet- 
ween 135,000 to 140,000 
Virginians will suffer head 
trauma within the next 
decade if the present rate 
of injury continues. Last 
year, an estimated 14,000 
residents of the Com- 
monwealth were admitted 
to hospitals with injuries 
to the brain. 

These statistics, the 
causes of this health 
problem and recommen- 
dations for program 
development were released 
in an epidemological study 
in Richmond recently by 
the Department of 
Rehabilitative Services 
(DRS) and the Virginia 
Head Injury Foundation 
(VHIF), along with a 
documentary film on head 
injury. Both products 
were produced by the 
VHIF through a grant 
from DRS. 

According to the 
department's com- 
missioner, Altamont 
Dickerson Jr., the state 
agency needed research 
data as a first step toward 
developing improved ser- 
vice-delivery programs for 
vocationally rehabilitating 
Virginians with this 
disability. The film which 
is entitled "Head Injury: 
The Silent Epidemic" will 
be beneficial as a tool for 
the beginning of public 
education in the Com- 
monwealth. 

"The general public 
must become aware of the 
seriousness of this 
problem, and 

professionals in the field 
of rehabilitation must 
come up with programs 
for helping the head in- 
jured to maximize their 
capabilities." 

The report indicated 
that "head injury is the 
number one killer and 
cause of neurological 
disability in people under 
the age of 35." Further- 
more, it estimated thait 
one in five persons "will 
suffer permanent 
physical, intellectual or 
behaviorial impairments 
severe enough to prevent 
return to normal life. 
Many others will ex- 
perience temporary or 
permanent deficits which 
impair ability to work." 

Dickerson, whose agen- 
cy is responsible for 
programs of vocational 
rehabilitation and in- 
dependent living for per- 
sons wit A disabilities, said 
he believes methodologies 
and practices can be 
enhanced for more suc- 
cessful outcomes with this 
population. While DRS 
has operated a program 
for the severely brain in- 
jured at its Woodrow 
Wilson Rehabilitation 
Center in Fishersville since 
1976, he said employment 
after medical 

rehabilitation > remains a 
difficult problem. 

The three leading causes 
of head injury were 
determined by the study to 
be: (1) automotive and 
road accidents, (2) ac- 
cidental falls and other ac- 
cidents and (3) homicide, 
assault and child bat- 
tering. The largest age 
group affected are persons 
between 15 and 29 years 
old. 

Among the four 
recommendations made to 
Rehabilitative Service by 
VHIF for the advan- 
cement of head injury 
rehabilitation is the 
request that a governor's 
task force be established 
to address the full range of 
medical, social and 
educational disabilities 
associated with brain 
trauma. Specific atten- 
tion, the report stated, 
"should be given to the 
need for establishing 
preventive and 

rehabilitative programs."

A second recommen- 
dation "is the imperative 
need to establish a state 
medical/social health 
registry which can provide 
uniform medical/social 
health data from all 
hospitals through cen- 
tralized computer files..." 

Additionally, it was 
recommended that "a 
major and ongoing public 
awareness program on the 
severity and frequently 
life-long consequences 
from head injury is 
needed." 

The last recommen- 
dation, which calls for the 
establishment of a state- 
wide head injury registry, 
was passed by the 1984 
General Assembly and will 
become law on July 1 .

On May 19, 1983, Virginia Electric and 
Power Company ("Vepco'O consummated a 
corporate reorganization whereby a new 
holding company. Dominion Resources, Inc., 
("Dominion") was created, which now holds 
all outstanding Vepco stock. By order en- 
tered September 6, 1983, in Case No. PUE 
830060, the Commission found that Do- 
minion's plans for the reorganized corpo- 
rate structure of Vepco and its impact upon 
future operations of Vepco should be thor- 
oughly investigated to d*tftrmlne'p'6Sslblb 
and pf<ihtk>\9-.m^at^ upon raMpsyffs. -As 
the Initial step in this investigation, the 
Commission directed Vepco and Dominion 
to file certain preliminary information oh 
the reorganization and the present and pro- 
posed operations of the various subsidiaries 
of Dominion, existing and projected. 

Vepco and Dominion filed their response 
to the Commission's order on September 
20, 1983. The filing indicates that current 
organizational plans of Dominion include 
the possible establishment of the following 
subsidiaries: a natural resource exploration 
company, a company to pursue develop- 
ment of a coal slurry pipeline, a company 
or companies to own Dominion's share of 
jointly owned electric generating companies 
to provide energy to Vepco under contract, 
and a company to administer the charitable 
programs of, and make grants for, Do- 
minion, Vepco, and the other subsidiaries 
as they are created. Dominion Resource 
Services, Inc. ("Services'O, an existing sub- 
sidiary of Dominion, is intended to provide 
staff and support services to Vepco and 
other Dominion subsidiaries. 

On September 23, 1 983, Vepco, Services, 
and Virginia Natural Gas, Inc. ("VNG") filed 
an application (assigned Case No. PUE 
830062) with the Commission requesting 
authorization under Chapters 3, 4, 5, and 
10.1 of Title 56 of the Code of Virginia 
to implement the transactions and arrange- 
ments detailed in the application. These 
transactions and arrangements include: (1) 
the transfer of Vepco's gas division Into 
VNG, which initially will be established as 
a Vepco subsidiary, (2) the transfer of the 
shares of VNG common stock from Vepco 
to^Dominion by means of a dividend, there- 
by making VNG. a subsidiary of Dominion, 
(3) the transfer to Dominion of the common 
stock of Virginia Nuclear, Inc. ("VNI") held 
by Vepco by means of a dividend, thereby 
making VNI a subsidiary of Dominion, (4) 
establishment of the capital structure of 
VNG to reflect the same percentage of com- 
mon stock, preferred stock, and debt as the 
, capital structure of Vepco at the date of 
reorganization, (5) the approval of service 
agreements between Vepco and Services, 
VNG and Services, and Vepco and VNG, 
(6) the transfer of Vepco employees to 
Services to perform the staff functions be- 
ing transferred to Services, (7) the granting 
of certificates of public convenience and 
necessity to VNG to serve the territory 
presently served by the gas division of 
Vepco. The companies filed a supplement 
to their application on September 30, 1983, 
and filed testimony in support of their ap- 
plication on October 4 and December 16, 
1983. 

To enable Dominion Resources, Inc. to 
function on the day of its IrKeption, the 
Commission, by Interim Order filed on May 
18, 1983, in Case No. PUA830021, autho- 
rized Vepco to furnish necessary services 
to Services and thus to Dominion in the 
manner set forth in rtte Amended Applica- 
tion and service agreement filed by Vepco 
and Dominion In that proceeding on April 
22, 1983. The Commission also provided 
that the Interim Order would be super- 
seded by a final order after the issues had 
been fully considered. 

By order filed April 27, 1984, the Com- 
mission consolidated the three proceedings 
tn Case No. PUE830060 and scheduled a 
public hearing before a Hearir^ Examiner 
to begin at 10:00 a.m. on October 23, 
1984, in the Commission's Courtroom, 13rti 
Floor, Jefferson Building, Bank and Gov- 
ernor Streets, Richmond, Virginia to receive 
evidence relevant to all matters related to 
the corporate reorganization of Vepco. The 
order stated that the following areas of 
inquiry are of particular Interest to the 
Commission:

A survey of 137,920 
expired driver's licenses

nor document located in 
the center sectiwi of the 
three-part license. 

Williams added that 
based on the survey re- 
sults, this indicates that 
about 111,000 of Vir- 
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ginia's 3.7 million drivers 
have prcrf)ably signed the 
9|Mn dcmor document. 

TOe survey also showed 
that females are more 
likely to donate their »- 
gans than males, as 2,592 
or 4 percent of all females 
were donOTS cranpared to 
1,874 or 3 percent of all 
males. 

Williams said, "Any 
driver can become an 
OTgan donor simply by 
checking the cH-gan dona* 
block on the fi-ont of their 
license and having two 
people witness the sign- 
ing of the Unifcvm Donor 
Document." He noted 
that DMV employees will 
witness the signing upon 
request, but suggested 
that pec^le also ask their 
next-of-kin to witness the 
signing so they are aware 
of the dcxKv's wishes. 

Williams added that if 
drivers decide afterwards 
that they don't want to 
daiate their organSbthey 
can simply destroj^) the 
card or write "vrad" on 
the dcmor section. 

Individuals ma^ give aU 
or paff (rf their wjaies by 
filling out the card. Per- 
scHis under 18 years of age 
must have ccxisent fi'om 
their parent ot legal guar- 
dian. 

I^V was required by 
state law in 1977 to issue 
the Uniform Donor Docu- 
ment in the center secticxi 
of the driver's license.

Interest rates continue rise; 
will economy nose-dive?

Rising interest rates- 
pushed up by record high 
federal deficits and a more 
restrictive monetary 
policy-threaten to send 
the economy on another 
rollercoaster ride, slowing 
housing construction in 
the second half of 1984 as 
>well as the pace of the 
jl^erall recovery, the 
National Association of 
Home Builders warned 
recently. 

NAHB President Pete 
Herder blamed the most 
recent round of- increases 
in interest rates on a 
"Mismatch of economic 
policies" being pursued by 
the Congress, the Ad- 
ministration and the 
Federal Reserve Board. In 
the past two months, the 
prime rate has risen from 
1! percent to WA percent 
and fixed rate mortgage 
loans have moved up a full 
percentage point to 
around 14 percent. 

"On the one hand, we 
are running up deficits at a 
rate of $200 billion year 



after year,^' Herder said. 
"On the other, the Federal 
Reserve is committed to a 
more restrictive monetary 
policy that is bound to 
slow the pace of the 
recovery. Caught in bet- 
ween these two 
diametrically opposed 
policies are investors, 
businessmen and con- 
sumers who invest or 
borrow capital to compete 
in the marketplace and 
who, in the final analysis, 
represent the heartbeat of 
this economic recovery." 

To avoid further in- 
creases in interest rates. 
Harder said. Congress 
should enact and send to 
the President within the 
next 30 days its budget 
plan for fiscal 1985 that 
would cut the deficit in the 
SI SO billion to $200 billion 
range over the next three 
years. In addition. Herder 
cautioned the Federal 
Reserve Board against 
overreacting, noting that 
the FED has slowed the 
economy too abruptly in 
the past, sending the 
economy into a tailspin 



that, once started, is ex- 
tremely difficult to rever- 
se. 

The business com- 
munity and financial 
markets are looking 
desperately for leadership^ 
in Washington, Herder 
said. "But what we're get- 
ting is a lot of inaction. 
The FED blames the 
deficit and says it has no 
choice but to tighten up; 
the Administration blames 
the FED; and the 
Congress is moving in fits 
and spurts on its deficit 
reduction plan." 

In recent weeks, NAHB 
has supported several 
{NToposals in the Senate that 
would have cut the deficit 
by more than $200 billion 
over the next three years 
by freezing spending at 
current levels, delaying or 
reducing cost of living in- 
creases for entitlement 
programs and raising 
taxes. Thus far, these 
plans \)gi\e failed to clear 
the Senate. 

"Adoption of such a 
plan," Herder said. 



"would reduce upward 
pressures on interest rates, 
bolster confidence and 
keep the recovery on 
track." 

Assuming such a plan 
clears the Congress and is 
signed by^ the President, 
NAHB projects that in- 
terest rates would level off 
and possibly decline a bit 
later this' year. "That 
would keep housing starts 
running at an annual rate 
between 1.6 and 1.8 
million, which is a 
healthy, noninflationary 
pace of new construc- 
tion," he said. 

Rising interest rates 
reduce the number of 
Americans who can pur- 
chase houstng. At 13 per- 
cent intere«-the rate two 
months ago-the payment 
on a modest $60,000 mor- 
tgage loan was $664 a 
month, requiring an in- 
come of about $3 1 ,000 to 
qualify. At today's 14 per- 
cent interest, the payment 
rises to $711 a month, 
requiring an income of 
more than $33,000 to 
qualify. 



Hampton Roads sees 
gain in cargo tonnage 



General cargo tonnage 
moving through the Port 
of Hampton Roads rose 
by 122,260 tons during 
1983. The increase came in 
imports - thus reflecting 
the continuing strength of 
the U.S. dollar overseas. 
Foreign-made merchan- 
dise is cheaper in the 
United States, while U.S. 
goods are comparatively 
expensive in the overseas 
marketplace. 

In the face of intense 
competition for these 



overseas markets, twenty- 
one export commodities 
did realize tonnage in- 
creases of at least a 
thousand tons. Among 
them were: wheat flour 
and meal; sulphate wood- 
pulp; menhaden oil; hard- 
wood lumber; cellulose 
compounds; jcarn.of tex- 
tile fibers; coated iron and 
steel plates and sheets; and 
poultry. 

Forty-one import com- 
modities posted increases 



of a thousand tons or 
more. Some of them were: 
wine; wool yarn and 
thread; ale, beer, porter 
and stout; printing paper; 
and motor vehicle parts. 

The Virginia Port 
Authority Marketing Ser- 
vices Department has 
initiated programs to in- 
crease imports of wine and 
exports of logs and lum- 
ber. These programs 
began to show positive 
results as 1983 figures 
show an increase of 10,007 



tons- in wine imports, and 
a 6.080 ton increase in 
hkrdwood log exports. 

Plywood imports rose 
by 19,267 tons, indicating 
increased activity in the 
U.S. home building in- 
dustry. Imports of natural 
abrasives rtioh than 
doubled, ri!*I?ff' T^tfm 
52,364 tons in 1982 to 
106,984 tons in 1983. This 
increase is a strong in- 
dication of increased in- 
dustrial activity in the 
United States.

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Viewing the eclipse 

Solar eclipse May 30; 
watchers are cautioned

One of nature's most dramatic events, a solar eclipse, 
occurs on Wednesday, May 30th. According to the 
Natiomd Society to Prevent Blindness, Virginia Af- 
filiate, the safest ways to watch this late-morning event 
are by indirect viewing, on television, or at a 
professionally sponsored eclipse watch. 

"Viewing the eclipse directly can be dangerous," says 
Frank Carlomagno, Executive Director of the Virginia 
Affiliate. "When you look at the sun, your eye's lens 
focuses the intense light on the retina-that delicate layer 
of cells at the back of the eye that sends visual images to 
the brain. 

"The retina does not feel pain, so the victim is usually 
unaware that damage is being done. Persons who view a 
solar eclipse directly may sustain irreparable damage to 
the part of the retina responsible for central vision." 

Unlike the total eclipse of 1979, this May's eclipse 
will be annular. Even though the moon will cross over 
the sun, an outer ring or annulus of the sun's at- 
mosphere will be visible at all times. 

The Astronomical League reports that the eclipse will 
cross directly through the southeastern United Stat^It 
will be in partial view throughout the rest oTth'e con- 
tinental U.S., Hawaii and Puerto Rico . , 

At about 1 1 a.m., the moon's shadow will race north- 
eastward at 1,400 miles per hour, beginning in 
Louisiana, crossing Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, the 
Carolinas and Virginia, and reach the Maryland shore 
less than one hour later. ^ 

To view the eclipse indirectly, the Society recommends 
the following: Get two sheets of white cardboard. Make 
a pinhole in the center of one of them. Stand with the 
sun at your back. With one sheet of cardboard in each 
hand, hold the sheet with the pinhole so that the sun 
shines through the hole onto the other sheet. 

Adjust the sheets to focus the light. (You can change 
the size of the image by changing the distance between 
the sheets.) Now, by looking at the bottom sheet, you 
can see an exact image of the sun and its eclipse. As the 
moon slowdy crosses in front of the sun, you can see it

The Society cautions that people using this method 
should not look at the eclipse through the pinhole. 
Similarly, photographers shooting this event are 
cautioned not to look at the sun through their camera 
viewfinder.

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Reduce Home Burg^^rjes With Lighting 



With nearly half of the 
nation afraid to walk alone 
at night and two-thirds of 
the nation's women, elderly 
and big-city residents living 
in fear, more and more 
communities are developing 
ways to combat crime. 

San Diego is one of the 
safest cities in America. 
Police attribute this success 
to a program called "Com- 
munity Alert" where 
citizens work together in 
neighborhood groups with 
local police to prevent, 
crime. 

"Any city in the country 
can achieve the secure 
feeling our citizens attest 
to," agree San Diego Crime 
Prevention Specialists John 
Slough and Richard Carlson. 
"Our first rule of crime 
prevention is that citizens 
should reduce the oppor- 
tunity for burglars in their 
neighborhood," says 
Carlson. 

Increased use of lighting is 
one way the San Diego 
Community Alert groups 
have helped remove the 
opportunity and thus, 
reduce crime, say Slough 
and Carlson. "The impor- 
tance of lighting to neigh- 
borhood security is criti- 
cal," Slough says. "Look at 
Detroit, C3>icago and Miami. 
These cities all have had 
traditionally high crime 
areas, but where increased 
street lighting has been 
installed, burglaries have 
dropped off." 

The same is true of 
lighting in and around 
homes. "We tell people to 
make their residences look 
like someone is home. We 
feel one of the best and 
most cost-effective wAys to 
do this is with lighting," 
says Carlson. 

"Lighte that, illuminate 
both the exterior and 
interior of the house at 
night can discourage 
attempts at burglarizing. 
Many btirglars prefer 
working in darkness. Take 
the darkness away and 
many burglars go away," 




Post lights, decorative wall lights and porch lights 
allow you to identify all callers before you open 
the door. When you are going out for the evening, 
leave a light on to make your return trip home lafar. 



Carlson adds, noting only 
three of 100 burglars are 
"brash enough" to enter an 
occupied home. 

William Rogers, General 
Electric home . security 
lighting specialist, suggests 
one of the best locations for 
outside light is under the 
eaves. This makes ground- 
level activity visible to 
residents inside the home. 

In addition, Rogers 
suggests a light at the front 
and back doors, lights inside 
and outside the garage, a 
post light or other lamps to 
light along the driveway, 
and floodlights for the 
backyard. 

Lighting should also be 
placed along paths and 
walks, and recreational areas 
such as outdoor patios. 
"Lighting installed here for 
convenience and accident 
prevention also discourages 
unwanted visitors," Rogers 
explained. "The use of a 
timer or photo-electric cell 
on these lights can auto- 
matically turn Uiem on at 
dusk and off at dawn." 

The appropriate source 
for many outdoor lighting 
applications are floodlights 
and qwtlighU, says Rogers. 
The. new GE MiserTM Une 
of jMToducts iffovide the 
same useable light as 
ordinary _ flood and spot 



lights, however, use 13 to 
20 percent less energy. 
Based on the average kilo- 
watt-hour rate, these bulbs 
will save from $1.60 to 
$4.80 in electricity costs 
over the 2,000 average life 
of the bulb. 

GE Miser incandescent 
bulbs are appropriate for 
post and porch lighting as 
well as for lighting inside 
the garage. They provide the 
light of ordinary light bulbs 
and save five to eight 
percent on electricity 
operating costs, depending 
on bulb wattage and varying 
regional electricity rates, 
says Rogers. 

Outdoor lighting should 
always be supplemented 
with leaving lights on 
iiidoors, Carlson says. "It's a 
dead give-away no one is 
home- when the outside 
lights are on but the house 
is dark inade," he says. 
Conununity Alert neighbor- 
hoods are advised to use 
timers inside their homes, 
especially when occupants 
will be gone for extended 
periods of time. 

San Diego has proven that 
communities can work 
together to combat crime. 
Carlson says, "Better light- 
ing and an active, informed 
citizenry have Iwlped our 
communities feel rafer and 
more secure."

The racing car hat that 
lies under the table in 
Mayor Louis R. Jones' of- 
fice is the only incongruous 
piece in an otherwise im- 
pressive room. 
Highlighted by dark 
brown walls, which encase 
trophies, paintings and a 
china tea set, his office is 
powerful in appearance, 
to be sure. 

Powerful is the word 
that numerous Beach 
councilmembers have 
been using to describe 
Jones' approach to his job 
as mayor. Members such 
as Jack Jennings, Lynn- 
haven Borough, and for- 
mer ^Mayor J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr., Kempsville 
borough, say Jones has 
taken too serious an ap- 
proach to the ceremonial 
position. Partially because 
of that, word has it that 
Jones may not be re- 
elected Mayor in July. 

But to Louis R. Jones, 
full-time businessman and 
councilman from the 
Bayside Borough, 
speaking what's on his 
mind is part of his job. To 
add to that, Jones says he 
hasn't any more voting 
power than any of the 
other lOcouncilpeople. 

"Nobody gives them- 
selves power," the mayor 
asserted. "Power comes

Having ploity to do has 
be^n typical for Jones sin- 
ce he first took ofHce in 
1982. The father of four 
children, Jones is presen- 
tly president of 
HoUomon-Brown Funeral 
Homes, Inc. He said 
working two full-time jobs 
has taken its toll, and con- 
fidently declared that the 
next Mayor, whoever he 
or she may be, will be 
"required to work full- 
time."

"The water issue is the 
paramount need of the 
city," Jones said. "With 
the City Manager, my 
responsibility is to get a 
permit." 

Jones feels so strongly 
about the issue that it has, 
at times, been "necessary 
to require other people (on 
council) to take 
positions." 

The Mayor stresses that 
he is also a proponent of 
economic development for 
the city. Aware of the 
concerns of citizens that 
the Beach is going to 
become Overpopulated, 
Jones insists that the great 
amount of open space 
should be used to draw "a 
high quality of people" in- 
to Virginia Beach. 

"While I see growth as 
an asset," Jones 
cautioned, "1 don't see 
high density as anasset."

Right of way acquisition 
policy discussed recently 



The City of Virginia 
Beach manages to acquire 
land for its road projects 
without going to court in 
90 to 95 percent of the 
cases, according to Public 
Works Director Oral Lam- 
bert. 

He said that in the case 
of General Booth Boule- 
vard, however, constru- 
ction condemnation pro- 
ceedings had to be filed in 
15 to 20 percent of the 
land acquisition cases be- 
cause the project was so 
controversial. 

Lambert recently ad- 
dressed a City Qnincil 
work session explaining 
the protiijdure taken by 
' meiitfSr'* *uitf aoguAH^ 
tion. He said the city's 
track record was better 
than the state's because it 
had more flexibility to 
make changes. 

Councilman John A. 
Baum also asked Planning 
rarector Robert Scott to 
consider requiring larger 
setbacks in rural areas. 
He said that homes on 
large lots are often placed 
close to the road, so that 
when land is needed to 
widen the roads, "those 
people, get very indig- 
nant." 

Oty Manager Thomas 
H. Muehlenbeck said his 
staff would report back on 
that question. 

Lambert added that the 
city first decides on the 
need before having its 
first public workshop.

The first ccmtact with 
the property owners is a

If you are a Virginia Beach resident over 65 
years of age, you can purchase a parking permit 
for the City's Wayside Parking Lot on the Rudee 
Inlet Loop. This new permit will exempt the 
elderly from paying the parking meter fee in this 
one City-owned parking lot only. The Wayside 
Parking Lot is located on the Rudee Inlet Loop at 
the south end of Atlantic Avenue. Permits can be 
purchased for $2 from and City Treasurer's Office 
and they will expire on December 31st of each 
year. Criteria for purchasing this special parking 
permit are: 

1 . Those persons eligible must be 65 years of age 
or older and must be residents of the City of 
Virginia Beach as evidenced by a Virginia Driver's 
License or Senior Citizens' I.D. Card issued by 
SEVAMP. 

2. Only one parking permit will be issued to 
each applicant and for only one vehicle. 

3. The permit mitiK be plac^ on the right front 
bumper of the vehicle (passenger side) on the up- 
per surface and visible from a standing position. 

4. This permit is only good for parking in the 
RudM Inlet Loop Wayside Lot. 

5. There will be. a fee of $2 for each permit. 
Permits will expire on December 3 1st of »di yair. 
Recipients of permits are not eligible for refunds 
for unexpir^ portions of permit. Portions of 
unexpired permits must ao;ompany application 
and fees when applying for a duplicate permit.

Vietnam's Unknown Soldier 



It is only fitting that this 
Memorial Day the Unknown 
Soldier of our longest, most 
savage war came to rest.

If that were the case, why didn't 
he immediately quit and find a 
job with goals he could believe 
in?

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No big brother in library 

In the past month you may have seen a public service 
announcement from the Virginia Library Association. 
•It takes a look at what a library, WQuld be like it Gsorg? 
Orwell's J 984 had come trueiMlJ3irm*n&.%^MJP^M 
mhfbdd9*tlf\^erW^ell'^book was a warning^nd not a 

prophecy. 

Thinking about that led Mary Mayer-Hennelly, head 
of the Bayside Area Library, to put together a proposal 
to make a short videotape celebrating the American love 
of freedom. It seemed particularly appropriate to use 
television, the very medium that Orwell's Big Brother 
perverted, to carry this message. The Virginia Library 
Association submitted the proposal ih competition for 
the Grolier National Library Week Grant and it won. 
The American Library Association awards $1000 each 
year for the best public relations proposal. With that 
and the help of award-winning filmmaker Jerry 
W'Uiams of the Richmond City Public Schools, the state 
library association produced the announcement. 



The library of 1984 had a single occupant, a mouse. 
(It's been rumored that he was a difficult actor to work 
with). A modern American library is shown by contrast 
to be a busy place full of people interested in new ideas. 
Still, the new information technologies appearing in 
libraries and elsewhere give some people concern that 
their privacy may be invaded in ways similar to those 
employed by Big Brother. When you register for a 
library card or check out a book in the Virginia Beach 
Public Libraries that information goes into a computer. 
Couldn't someone snoop on your reading interests and 
draw conclusions about what you might be thinking? 

This cannot happen for two reasons. First, once you 
have returned a book and it is properly check in, the 
computer system forgets you evw had it. Secondly, in 
the state of Virginia the privacy of library circulation 
records is legally protected. Compare that with Russia, 
where part of a librarian's job is keeping a record of 
every book a person ever check out„By.hafld| tt's^Jpt 

th«, teqhPOlQgyibat, w t4s thre^^. so, p4^ftgj»#^, n 
citizens' rights. Fortunately, Orwtir underestimater 
Americans' determination to protect their rights. 

Orwell was not the only author to worry about the 
erosion of freedom. Two American authors publishai 
similar stories around the same time. Ray Bradbury's 
Fahrenheit 451, the temperature of burning books, has 
been made into a movie. Less well known but equally 
provocative, Robert Heinlein's "If This Goes On..." 
describes the overthrow of a future totalitarian govern- 
ment in the United States. This story from the book, 
The Past Through Tomorrow, is almost 1984 with a 
happy ending. All three stories make interesting 
reading, Specially in Ught of the changes ^ince the 
i940's. It is well worth celebrating this year that none of 
these authors' visions have become reality.

There are now three 
concurrent outbreaks of 
animal rabies in the 
United States. The oldest 
of the three began 25 years 
ago with cases in raccoons 
in the southeastern states, 
particularly Florida, 
Georgia and Alabama. 
This outbreak is spreading 
slowly northward and 
westward. A second out- 
break, involving primarily 
skunks in the mid-western 
states,, began about 10 
years ago and appears, 
today, to be diminishing. 
■■The third outbreak, in- 
volving racoons in the 
mid-Atlantic states, is 
relatively new. It has been 
in progress for about two 
years. Virginia, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and the District 
of Columbia have been 
most affected. Since rac- 
coons live in closer 
proximity to humans than 
most wild animals, and 
since there are high den- 
sity population areas in 
the mid-Atlantic states, we 
have, in this latest out- 
break, a situation of 
potential public health 
importance. 

I should note that, at 
present, rabies is oc- 
curring among wild 
animals in about the same 
numbers as ii has in 
previous years. In fact, 
total reported cases in 
animals in 1982 wer. 
about 14 percent lower 
thsrtP in 1^81.' The most 
^BiWcai«^iKaT%fe9 lH"«lw 

last couple of years have 
been the marked increase 
in the numbers of rabid 
raccoons and a significant 
decrease in rabid skunks. 
Raccoons are now the 
largest reservoir of rabies 
in urban areas since dog 
rabies was brought under 
control in the mid-1950's. 
Given their ability to 
thrive in man's habitat, , 
raccoons bring the threat 
Of rabies much closer to 
the doorsteps of American 
homes than it has ever 
been before. 

At present, there is no 
known method for con- 
trolling rabies in wildlife. 
To put it another way, 
there is nothing we can do, 
atgthis time, to keep the 
radcoons in the woods 
behind the house from 
getting rabies. But we can 
protect ourselves against 
the threat they posein two 
ways, chiefly— by im- 
munizing our pets, so that 
they can't transmit the 
disease to us, "and by 
avoiding direct exposure 
to wildlife that may be 
rabid. 

The importance pf im- 
munizing household pets 
cannot be overstated. And 
that means cats, m well.as 
dogs. Last year, for the 
second year in a row, cases 
of rabies in cats exceeded 
those in dogs. 

Adults should have little 
difficulty avoiding ex- 
posure to rabies, but 
children pose special 
problems. Parents should 
warn children , against 
trying to pet or befriend 
raccoons, especially if 
they wander Into the yard 
during the daytime or in 
any other way appear to 
be acting ill. Since the rac- 
coon is a nocturnal 
animal, any sighting of the 
animal in the daytime 
should be taken as a war- 
ning of possible illness. 
Children also should be 
cautioned against befrien- 
ding stray domestic 
animals or any animal that 
shows signs of being sick.

"It takes time 
to see if the agreement will be lived by, and if both 
sides gained from the settlement." 

That's where the Soviet style fails, Richman said. 
It's based on the belief that you won't have a continuing 
relationship with the loser, but that's usually not the 

case. , 

*" "You can't give in to a desire to smash your 
opponent and then expect that person to feel he has a 
real stake in the settlement," Richman said, "you've 



by learning about the other side and its needs. That 
means ddng research, listening to the other side and 
developing responses to their positions. 

The research should be along the lines of what the 
opponent has done in previous negotiations. What sot 
of agreements were reached? How were they achieved? 
Have the agreements stood up? 

there should also be a realization that each persOT m 
a negotiation - be they professional mediators from 
labor and industry or a husband and wife discussing the 
assignment of housework - brings a different 
perspective and history to the discussion. Richman 
said. The more you know your opponent, the better you 
will understand his Ot her viewpoints. 

In formal negotiations a good deal of thought and 
time should be put into drawing up a list of goals you 
want to achieve from the discussions.

Don't say cme 
thing and mean another. 

• Be flexible. Standing your ground and refusing to 
budge CMily antagonizes those across from you. Grant 
concessions that may mean a lot to the other party but 
little to you. Flexibility indicates a willingness to be 
respcmsive to <Mhers' needs. 

• Be patient. Sometimes a willingness to sit for hours 
and rehash the issues will unlock the door that has been 

closed. 

• Listen. This is easier said than dcme. ' Listen tor 
the meanings they're attaching to their concepts," 
Richman said. "Too often ptap\t listen to themselves 
and not the other side." 

• Watch y(Hir oppcment. Don't push if you sense by 
his body language ot use of words that h^'s not 
listening or accepting what you're saying. ';Jai!pr your 
approach to what he's telling you," Ricl^^an advised. 

The lay to settling a dispute, Richman said, is to 
reduce distrust between the individuals. 

"If I make a proposal, the person across the table 
from me has to see how it will benefit him before he 
accepts it," Richman said. "Then I have to believe he 
has enough of an inveslrnent in the sduticm so that he'll 

live by it. ,. u u

Start by standing across 
the street (where the 
agent will park his pros- 
pective buyers), and see 
how the place strikes you. 
Remember it will never 
get a second chance to 
make a first impression. Is 
the la\^n as near perfect 
as possible, or wcmld it 
profit from fertilizer? Are 
the bufhes triianfd? U}s 
too late to landscape, but 
in seascm a few showy 
annuals can add sparkle at 
little expense. 

Your fences and gates 
should be in good repair. 
Rusty toys and moulder- 
ing shopping guides must 
be picked up. I>own- 
sp(Mts, gutters and TV 
^ antennas should be firmly 
attached; house numbers 
need checking too. Don't 
forget your driveway; re- 
move unsightly oil stains 
and fill in small cracks. 
CXd cars or a camper 
should be moved else- 
where for the interim. 
Keep your garage doors 
closed at all times. 

Stand at your front 
doOT, where buyers will 
stand, and look around. 
Are the lights and door- 
bell in working order? 
Would a new inexpensive 
doormat brighten things 
up? It goes without saying 
that your screen door is in 
. good coiuliiton, and that 
the muddy pawprints 
have been removed. The 
glass (Muiels in the door 
sparkle, as does every 
window in your house. 
Even if you don't paint 
any other pan of the 
house, consider freshen- 
ing the firoit entrance. A 
bit of black paint does 
wonders for a wwn thres- 
hold. 



Keep your frait hall 
free of clutter. Add a vase 
of flowers or bowl ol 
apples for a welcoming 
touch. In the fi-ont hall 
closet, remove out-of- 
season clothing and dead 
storage. All closets will 
look larger if they are 
orderly and uncrowded. 

In the living roan, lay a 
fire in the fireplace. Con- 
sider whether carpets 
would benefit fi-om a 
shampoo. Remove extra 
pieces of furniture. If 
nece^^ary, extra belong- 
ings can be sto'ed in the 
garage; you will be pack- 
ing for a move soon. 

Although there is no 
hard-and-fast rule about 
repainting, you must at- 
tend to cracks and water 
stains in the ceilings. If 
the problem has been 
corrected and you are not 
trying to hide a defect, 
repaint the whde ceiling. 
As for small cracks in 
walls or ceilings, they may 
have been there fcx- de- 
cades, but some buyers 
will be sure they indicate 
danger of immediate cd- 
lapse.

It almost 
never pays to remodel in^ 
anticipation Of selling, but 
you can check a number of 
small items. Repair leaky 
JutC9ts ami Meaeb stmns 
out of the sink. To show 
off your expanse of kit- 
chen counter, remove 
most items leaving only 
me or two particulary 
decorative pieces. 

Even if your stove is not 
included in the sale, 
soneme will be sure to 
open the oven; keep it 
spotless. In insect^prone 
areas, keep exterminating 
up to date. If you want to 
invest a small amount of 
money, try bright inex- 
pensive curtains, or mo- 
dem knobs to dress up 
cupboards. 

Loddng at other bath- 
rooms can be unappeal- 
ing; make it easy as 
possible. Take a good look 
at your shower curtain; a 
stained one can be re- 
placed with a sparkling 
inexpensive one in a solid 
neutral color. White is 
always appropriate. Re- 
place a chipped toilet seat 
as well. Move in a pcAted 
plant (borrow oae fron 
your neighbors). Check 
grout around ymir tub and 
shower. Oean out your 
medicine chest and re- 
paint the interior. 

In bedrooms get rid of 
closet clutter, take out 
large or crowded pieces 
of fiirniture, put out your 
best spreads. Make sure,

Observing that the nation can no longer "sustain 
health care cost increases growing at rates two to three 
tiroes that of inflation," Sen. John W. Warner (R-VA) 
recently praised a group. of Virginia physicians for 
voluntarily agreeing to freeze their fees to help hold 
down the nation's spiraling health bill. 

"This step clearly documents that you as a profession 
are assuming the responsibility to govern yourselves," 
said Warner in an address to the Richmond Academy of 
Medicine. "How well you and 1 know that the specter of 
socialized medicine is constantly lurking in the shadows 
and in the minds of liberal legislators." 

Earlier this year, the American Medical Association 
urged its members to vohintarily hold the line on 
medical fees as a way of slowing medical costs . 

"Our state's unemployment rate of 4.8 percent is 
among the lowest in any state in the country. In the past 
year, this economic recovery has generated more than 
100,000 new jobs in Virginia," he said. 

"Nationwide, we've seen inflation drop to only 3.8 
percent last year, and we will probably end this year on 
a similar note. We've seen how this recovery has 
produced 5.1 million jobs and our industrial capacity 
climb to 80 percent--the highest in two and a half 
years," Warner added.

Working together builds closeness 



The family that shares 
household tasks probably 
becomes a closer family. 

^'It is not just a matter 
Qf..j?areQt5 . sharing-iKatk,. 
btit cteWren doiny thefa" 
part," said Virginia State 
University Extension 
specialist in family mange- 
ment Ann M. Lastovica. 

As each family is dif- 
ferent, the ways to share 
household tasks will 
probably be different, said 
the specialist. 

Having all family mem- 
bers contribute to the 
household tasks is easiest 
when family members 
realize that they all add to 
the clutter. As all con- 
tribute to the dust and 
dirt, so all should share in 
the responsibility of 
cleaning it up. 

Ms. Lastovica had 
several suggestions for 
getting the family to share 
in the household tasks. 

Start by preparing a list 
of the tasks that need to be 
done weekly or daily. 
Keep in mind the skills of 
all the members, remem- 
bering that some children 
six to eight years old can 
become experts at mop- 
ping floors once they 
know how. 

Consider a contract 
method for distributing 
tasks. Each person 
chooses from the list. One 
member may like to fix 
breakfast and do it well, 
another member feels a 
sense of accomplishment 
by doing all the laundry.

It may be better to split 
tasks into daily and 
weekly task groups. Make 
severed copies of the lists 
and each week cut one list 
apart. Have each family 
member take turns 
drawing flrst a daily task, 
then a weekly task out of a 
bowl. 

With this system, one 
person might draw dish- 
washing at dinner, 
sweeping the walk and 
walking the dog as daily 
tasks. The advantages of 
this method are the chance 
to change jobs and the 
opportunity to learn how 
to do everything. 

"Another method is to 
have each person keep the 
same tasks every week. 
The advantages to this in- 
clude the time saved by 
eliminating the weekly 
drawing and time saved in 
the work as the members 
become more skilled at the 
same tasks each week," 
said Ms. Lastovica. 

Making everyone 
responsible for then- own 
laundry, automobile care 
and repair, and other 
tasks can be tried with 
some common respon- 
sibilities being shared or 
rotate automatically.
